We leave aside all controversial, politic. il. ixnd loligious topics as being 
foreign to our object. Hapi)ily, it is not all politics "in Dublin's fciir City." Her 
leading streets aie busy with the mo\ements of commerce, and beautified 
by striking works of architoctui e, offering much to inttjrtjst both the man of 
business and the pilgrim visitor. 

She can bOc'ist of having trained the gieatest lawyeisarui the most brilliant 
journalists; she has listened to the finest humai^ oratory; and still her 
citizens are pronounced the finest sp»>akers in the realm. 

Slu:) has an inteiestli^g st(:)ry to tell nnd much that is ch.uming to show. 

After reheai'sing the stori<js of the past and pictuiing the scenes of the 
present, we pass to th(3 S')ut)i to visit Cork and inspect its matchl»3ss harbour, 
its trades and anticjuititis, and its mercantilt^ houses. 

We sketch the beauties of Glengariff ami Killainey. and glance at Tralee. 
Limerick, Youghal, Waterford, and other centres. 

We trust we prove ourselves fair, accurate, and cht.H.Jiful companions, and 
-may the reader's shadow never grov/ less ! 
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DUBLIN 





liiLIN is the " Eye of Ireland," and is set 
deep in its encircling Bay. The Bay, 
which has not been unaptly hkened to 
that of Naples, and is, perhaps, as beau- 
tiful in most respects, is in form a vast, 
not quite regular, semi-circle; and its 
breadth across from the one terminal 
point forming a prominent headland at 
Howth, Id the other which lies south-east 
igstown Harbour, is about seven miles, 
from the mouth of the River Anna Liffey, 



on the flat banks of which the great city itself lies, is 
the Foolbeg Lighthouse, from which the Soulh Wall 
stretches towards the city, enclosing, with its companion 
the North Wall, the proper channel of the river. This 
great expanse of sheltered water is never wanting in a 
rich display of craft of all kinds — fussy Utile steam 
launches, lazy fishing boats, dainty pleasure yachts, 
plodding row boats, lumbering coal barges, or swiftly 
darting steamers. 

The coast is studded along its graceful sweep with 
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gleaming villas, neat cottages, or smoking villages, 
while the eye is led upwards and inland by the grace- 
ful contour of shadowy mountains, rich in varied green 
not unaided by cultivation. 

From London, Dublin is easily and speedily

reached by rail and steamer, through the excellent ser- 
vices of the London and North-Western and Midland 
Railways; and the fares for the whole journey of six 
hundred miles are extraordinarily low. An excellent 
service of swift and well-appointed steamers is main- 
tained between Glasgow and Dublin, with alternative 
trains from Glasgow to Greenock by which fully an 
hour is saved. Squeamish stomachs can now secure an 
even shorter passage by railway to Stranraer, on the 
south-west Scottish coast, and thence by a short sea- 
trip to Belfast, wiience quick trains may be had to 
Dublin. If the wiather is at all favourable, — and 
there are days of blue sky and bright sunshine in 
Ireland which might satisfy the most fastidious tra- 
veller, — the first glimpse of Dubhn from the deck of 
the approaching steamer is sure to fascinate with its 
breadth and variety, while, as the vessel urges its 
course up the magnificent Bay of Dublin, the chang- 
ing contour of the environing' mountains lends an 
ever fresh attractiveness to the scene. 



As an almost forgotten writer describes it : — 
first the rugged South Stack Rock and lighthouse, witll 
the amazing flocks of gulls and divers that are in con- 
stant motion about them, engage the attention, 
the noble range of the Snowdon mountains comes inK 
view. These presentij^ 
disappear ; but loi 
fore the eye becomes 
tired of the unbroka 
expanse of ocean, tbi 
mountains of WickloD 
rise on the westwai 
horizon. More and moi 
grandly they continue t 
rise, as the steama 
cleaves its swift 
through the waters, uirti 
the heights of Howth a 
Kdliney, which form tb 
upposite boundaries 
Dubhn Bay, are plainf 
distinguished." 

The county ol Dul 
lin, so much of which i 
well si^en as we approad 
it§ capital, is for the moi 
part a great plain 
ded with many a beautifti 
park. South of the riva 
which divides the city, the country slopes upwari 
gently from the sea into a mountainous region 
the south-west, dominated by a granitic range calli 
the Dubhn Mountains. The highest peak in this fii 
range is Garrycastle, which reaches to the height 
1 ,86t) feet. Another notable eminence called the Thre 
rack mountain is 1,585 feet in elevation, and forms 
strikmg feature in many a landscape. 

The northern parts of the country are not s 
liberally supplied with water as t ho hilly regions of U 
south, and are rather wanting in the picturesqt 
elements of scenery which lend so great a charm tl 
many portions of the Emerald Isle. 

With regard to the city of Dublin itself, the Si 
iinpressionniadeon the visitor is on the whole most favoui 
able; and although much sordid poverty and appare 
misery thrust themsehesupon his startled vision, ever 
where there is much about the city which ]«ave»< 
pleasing and abiding sense of grandness and dignit 
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while there is more of modernness and attractive nuvelty 
in its architecture than visitors are sometimes prepared 
to expect. One of the first objects which meet the 
view as one lands at Kingstown, smacking strongly of 
the soil, is the Irish outside car, of which a word or two 
must now be said. Nothing, indeed, can be better 
suited for the purpose of making a rapid preliminary 
survey of the city than these odd vehicles. The Irish 
car is essentially a dog-cart or gig placed long-ways 
instead of across, so that the fare sits with hts liack to 
the driver, who has a sj>ecial seat. There is generally 
accommodation for four persons besiJes the driver. 
As the springs are good, the pace rapid, and tlie roads 
not always very smoothly laid, the passenger has to 
keep a firm seat by what arts and ingenuity he may be 
able to call into requisition, and especially in going 
round unexpected corners he will have lillle capacity to 
think about anything but how to stick on. After one 
becomes accustomed to the novelty of the situation, this 
mode of locomotion is found to be very agreeable, and 
one is favourably situated 
for a close inspection of 
the streets, houses, and 
people of the Irish metro- 
polis. The proper fares 
are very moderate, ^ut 
the carman is notoriously 
ready with his tongue for 
romancing, and is, like 
his fellows in London and 
elsewhere, not above 
earning an honest six- 
pence or two from .1 
"fare" who is not up l^ 
the proper figure re }UJi l 1 
for the use of his vehiclr 
Kingstown formerly n-

Let us now start on a first genera! circuit of 
Dublin, and, as has often been remarked, the circularity 
ot the city has long been one of its marked and peculiar 
features. It lies on the old flat delta of the Liffey. or. 
more properly, Anna Liffey, around which the country 
rises to an elevation showing the bounds of the river 
valley. In the central plain rises a hill, on the eastern 
brow of which stands the castle. Here the old city 
itself stood, and began slowly to expand around the 
base of the hill, being originally confined to the southern 
bank of the river. 

The old boundary of the city is the Circular 
Road, which encompassed it with a well-made turn- 
pike s:)me nine miles in length; but Dublin extends 
now far beyond these ancient limits. Still, the exist- 
ence of this road is a prominent fact and deter- 
mines the character and direction of many of the 
thoroughfares, railways, and canals. The old mail 
roads radiate in every direction — north, south, 




easl, and west— from the same great encircling road- 
way which is of eUipsoid shape. 

The main arteries of Dublin city life are full of 
animated and interesting pictures, but the visitor is apt 
to be less pleasantly impressed with the slums and alleys 



into which the poorer classes crowd from the provinces, 
and many a woeful scene tA gaunt misery confronts the 
paater-hy and entorts his commiseration. 

Even the most saperficial observer must be struck, 
however, with the air of good htunour with which poor 
Pat, in misfortune, gilds hts rags and gives sauce to his 
dry potatoes. As we shall ha%'e further occasion to 
observe, Dublin is gifted with many splendid charities, 
and, if want and misery are too often to be found in 
her alleys, there is a noble readiness, on the part of 
her better-off citizens, to allay the sufferings of her 
poor. 

South of the Liffey, and in the western portion of 
Dublin, are some o( the most interesting portions of the 
old city, and around these memorials of the feudal 
past are grouped many narrow streets, with mean 
bouses and wretched inmates. The more modern 
pan* of Dublin are. however, more nobly planned; ihc 
fllreeta arc much litoader and straighler, and are generally 
pretty well kepi, while many of the public buildings can 
vie in splendour with those of most of our largest 



and are characterised by much taste both in individual 
deUils and tn the general grouping (or street effect. 

Dublin city is niider the manicipal control of a 
town council. The Lord Mayor presides over its 
ddiberalions, in which fifieea aldennen and forty-five 
couiKillors take part, and the debates are sometimes 
carried on with not a little animation. The city police 
are meanwhile under the direction of the Government, 
and are a fine body of men. In accordance with the 
Act of Parliamenl. passed June, 1885. Dublin has now 
four members to represent it in the British House of 
Commons. 

The gradual rise of population will be seen by com- 
paring the following figures.

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OLD DUBLIN. 



DuBtiN, the Dttbh Linn or "black pool," originally 
called AihcUd, is certainly a very ancient city, 
although its oldest known remains are comparatively 
modern. By the ancient people of the land the little 
townlet, which was to become the fair and populous 
metropolis of Ireland, was called DrumcJioil-coil, or the 
"hazelwood brow," and by others, or, perhaps, at 
another time, Bally-atk-cUath, or "the town of the ford 
of hurdles."

appears, on the whole, probable that the Cathedral was 
founded by the great saint about the middle of the fifth 
century, say a.d. 448, and Christianity was then estab- 
lished among ihe hitherto pagan savages of that region. 

We do not hear much more of the poor Eblani, for 
the Danes, or Ostmen, from the East took possession of 
their capital, building walls around it, in the year a.d. 
798, and they retained their position quietly till the 
great battle of Ciontarf, on 23rd April, 1014, which 
practically crushed the Danish power in Ireland. The 
Archbishopric of Dublin, of course, dates from Saint 
Patrick, probably a.d. 448, as we have seen. In iizi

vestiges of 
ancient 
moats, or 
ratin as they are called after the old vernacular. During 
the dark period of chivalry and the middle ages, society 
was in such an unsettled state that castles were needed 
in place of houses, and ruins of these edifices are pretty 
common around Dublin. 

It is recorded that in Dublin itselfthe private houses, 
about three centuries ago, were little more than huts of 
wattle and clay, and in the aggregate must have pre- 
sented the appearance " of a great assemblage o( large 
mud wigwams, huddled round the castle and the 
churches." These gave place, by and by, to l>etter 
structures, as civilisation advanced and the means to 



\ 
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produce its comforts were increased among the scuttled 
citizens. In the reign of good Queen Bess wooden 
frameworks were substituted, built in cage-work style, 
and slated with shingles, burnt tiles, or natural slate. 
These, as in London, were too easily destroyed by 
conflagrations to form a permanent style for the archi- 
tecture of large cities, and in the reign of James I. sub- 
stantial buildings of brick or stone were pretty generally 
adopted, leading to greater stability of urban life and 
business. 

The early story of Dublin, as has been justly said, 
" must remain hidden in the dim mist that envelopes 
all the early history of the land of Erin ; and even the 
Four Masters, were they to return to earth, would hardly 
be able to dissipate the obscurity. What was its con- 
dition in the glorious days of l:5rian Boroimlie, or of 
Malachi of the Collar of Gold, or in the <;loonner days 
of Stron^bow, and later Saxc n Conquerors, we can 
scarcely expect or desire to learn ; hut, as we descend 



the stream of time, clearer pictures become visible. Till 
recently the very houses spoke of the influence of the 
English spirit which prevailed in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth." 

At one time the legal authority of the sheriff of 
Dublin seems to have extended over a very large part 
of Eastern and Northern Ireland, stretching even into 
part of the province of Ulster ; but, as is showTi in the 
black book of Christ Church, Dublin, an ordinance of 
Parliament, issued at the close of the thirteenth century, 
restricted the area of that dignitary's jurisdiction to 
something like its present limits. 

The greater part of the northern section of Dublin 
has been built since the last decades of the eighteenth 
century. The following table contains a record of many 
of the chief events illustrative of municipal life and 

social progress.

O'CoNNELL Bridge is perhaps the best point from 
which to obtain a view of the city The old name of 
this fine structure, which might do credit to any city in 
Europe, was Carlisle Bridge, and not a little hubbub 
was raised when the proposal to make a change in ihe 
designation was first mooted, but the new title meets 
now with general acceptance. From its commanding 
position a fine view of the shipping is obtained, while 
upwards we see the murky stream imprisoned between 
its endless and magnificent granite-faced fjuays and 
crossed by numerous bridges (tliere are at least nine, 



Line. Its architect was Mr, James Gandon, and the 
building was erected, just before the close of the last 
century, at the cost of about half a million pounds ster- 
ling. Its height is 375 feet, the chief front, of course, 
facing the river, and it is adorned with a fine cupola, 
rag feet in height, abovewhich towers a gigantic emblem 
of Hope. On the attic are well-executed figures of 
Neptune, Mercury, Industry, and Plenty. The style is 
partly Doric, as in the portico, with Corinthian columns, 
but the fronts are highly enriched, and there is a bas- 
relief on the tympanum which represents the Union of 
Hibernia and Britannia. On the north front are placed 
choicely -carved figures, representative of the four quar-

■two of them being constructed of iron). On each side of 
the river runs a granite wall, twelve feet thick at its 
base, surmounted by a neat parapet and pierced at 
frequent intervals by iron gates, from which stone steps 
lead to the river. A spacious roadway, two-and-a-half 
miles in length, and lined by handsome buildings with 
many shops, closes in the view on either bank. 

On the left, or north, bank towards the outlet of the 
LifFey and not far from the O'Connell Bridge is a very 
handsome building, the Custom House, the view of 
which, however, is now greatly marred by the Loop 



ters of the globe from which Her Majesty levies customs 
with such strict impartiality. The great roomjs Justly 
admired, and, indeed, the whole of the interior is very 
fine, though no longer strictly devoted to the department 
of Customs, but forming a kind of Somerset House for 
the sister island. It gives roofing to the Poor Law, 
Local Government Board, Inland Revenue, and Stamp 
Offices, but it is to be hoped that the reviving life of 
Dublin may soon demand the use of the whole for its 
original purpose.

Between the Custom 
House and the outlet of 
the river are spacious 
docks and ground de- 
signed for others when 
the demand shall arise; 
whilethere enters the Bay 
the Royal Grand Canal, 
which connects the city 
with the West of Ireland 
and the northern and 
more commercial regions 
of the Island through the 
North Shannon. Here, 
too, is the Spencer Dock, 
of capacious extent, 
opened by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant of that name in 

1S73. 

The harbour has in 
recent times l>een greatly 

improved by the comple- 
tion of the substantial 
north and south walls, but 

the bar remains, though allowing vessels ol not more 
than 10 feet draught to pass even at low tide. 

SACKVILLE STKEET. 

Looking north from O'Connell Bridge we see what, 
at a glance, must indeed be felt to be one of the very 

finest thoroughfares in Europe, and is certainly the 
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pride of Dublin City— Sackville Street. It is not very 
long, only some seven hundred yards, or thereabouts, 
but it has a nearly uniform width of one hundred and 
twenty feet, which would almost be too great for the 
highest architectural effect to be secured, but for the 
presence of the noble Monument to the illustrious 
Daniel O'Connell — from which the Bridge now receives 
its name — at the one end, and Nelson's monument neai 
the middle. These tend 
lo restore the balance and 
give the impression of 
good proportion to the 
general effect. Many of 
the buildings in the city 
are indebted to the pre. 
vailing rocks around 
Dublin for llieir character 
and general tone of colour, 
calp or "black quarry 
stone," a variety of lime- 
stone, being greatly used 
for building. Granite also 
is found at Dalkey and 
its neighbourhood, and 
has often a very 
effect, being used 
buildings with somearct 
tectural pretensions 
the main ihorough&rc 

siderable quantities ha' 
been exported to Engi 
land, where it meets wil 
much appreciation. 

Amongst 
buildings of this haiu 
some street must heme) 
liunc'd the General Poi 
Olhcft, which is on thf 
left hand side, quite 
to Nelson's monumeatj 
The design ot this dignified edifice was due to FrandA 
Johnston, and was erected in 1817 chiefly of mountaia 
granite. There is a beautiful hexastyle portico 
Portland stone, with four columns in Corinthian 
having a width of eighty feet, and projecting over the 
pavement, — a massive but elegant structure. The 
ment is adorned with a colossal statue of Hi 
flanked by others of Mercury and Fideli 
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The frontage of the building is two hundred and 
twenty feet, while the structure reaches back to a great 
depth, which from time to time has been added to. The 
height is fifty feet. The original cost of the building was 
only ^50,000, but it has been estimated that not less than 
^100,000 must have been expended upon it in various 
recent alterations and additions which have been made 
to meet the large demands of the country. There is a 
large courtyard for the entrance and exit of mail-vans 
with their varied and 
interesting loads or pal- 
pitating human senti- 
ments. The top storey 
isdevotedto the telegraph 
service, where an army 
of light-handed girls is 
employed in manipulating 
the instruments, etc. 

The Nelson column 
must be mentioned, as a 
good view of the Bay and 

ciiy is to be got from its 
lofty summit, which is 
reached by means of a 
Spiral stairway. The 
■whole height is about one 
hundred and twenty-five 
feet, of wliich thirteen 
feet are occupied by the 
colossal statue of llic^ 
great one-eyed hero of 
Trafalgar. He seems lo 
stand on a rock lennin<; 
on his sword. Here " tlu' 
unlucky Admiral is per- 
ched like another Si.

of rooks and skylarks ; 

he is beyond the ken of human eyes, unless assisted by 
a good telescope." The column on which he is perched 
is Suted Doric, and is, with its pedestal, one hundred 
and ten feet high, capped by a podium of twelve-and-a- 
half feel. The pedestal is inscribed with the hero's 
name. It stands at the junction of Henry and Earl 
Streets with Sackville Street, and is the most con- 
spicuous and central object in that broad thoroughfare 
ior the eye of the pedestrian to rest upon, who should 
know that it cost £"7,000, and was erected in i8og. 
Earl Street leads off towards the right to the 




Great Northern Terminus, from wliich trains run to 
Belfast and the north, 

At the far end of Sackville Street is the Rotunda, 
with many convenient rooms for public resort, the scene 
of many stirring and crowded meetings, chiefly political 
and religious : and close by stands the famous hospital 
of that name for women, which has earned a reputation 
throughout the world of medicine, and is deservedly 
popular amongst the 
female poor of Dublin 
and neighbourhood, who, 
in times of direst need, 
are helped through many 
a great crisis of their lives 
by the skill of the famous 
medical gentlemen of the 
staff. Some of them are 
recognised as leading 
specialists in that de- 
partment by the medical 
profession of Europe and 
America. 

Following the line 
of Sackville Street across 
O'Connell Bridge to the 
other side of the river, we 
soon reach the Bank of 
Ireland and Trinity Col- 
lege. Both face into that 
great centre of historical 
interest. College Green, 
and the buildings are 
worthy of the history 
with which they are so 
closely associated. An 
K iOilN GKAV equestrian statue of Wil- 

liam of Orange adorns 
the Green. 

THE BANK OF IRELAND 

Is the most splendid piece of architecture in the 
country, as it also possesses the most memorable hislorj'. 
It was erected as the Irish Parliament House in the 18th 
century at a cost exceeding £"100,000. Here Grattan 
won from the hand of England, amid excited spectators, 
a native and independent Parliament. Here Curran 
and Graltan's most celebrated speeches were delivered 
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Hereon Saturday, second October, 1800, sat the Irisli 
Parliament in College Green for the last time, After 
the Union, the historic building was sold to the Bank of 
Ireland for £40,000 plus an annual rent of ,^240. The 
quondam House of Commons is now the cash and ac- 
countants' offices, havingas Thackeray says "disappeared 
to make room for the accommodation of clerks and 
cashiers." The House of Lords, where the Bank Direc- 
tors now sit, still remains much what it was in the days 
of Lord Castlereagh. 



the eastern, points. Circular screen wallsbehind columns, 
surmounted with an entablature and cornice, run from 
each extremity of the centra! pile and connect it with the 
eastern and western fronts. The former of these, facing 
College Street, is a beautiful Corinthian portico of six 
pillars, the tympanum of which is surmounted by a figure 
oi Fortitude, with Justice on the one side and Liberty 
on the other. The western portico is Ionic." 

Swift must be forgiven when he sneers at this mag- 
nificent structure, for, as Watts puts it, " it was his 




The building far surpasses the Bank of England in 
grandeur as well as gracefulness. Its grand front looks 
out over College Green upon the National and Ulster 
Banks, and has been described as "a noble colonnade 
of Ionic pilars raised on a flight of steps, and ranged 
round three sides of a spacious quadrangular recess 
in which is the courtyard. The colonnade supports an 
entablature and cornice of the same order, surmounted 
by an attic. In the centre of the recess projects a fine 
portico of four Ionic columns, sustaining a tympanum, 
in which appear in bas-relief the royal arms ; while the 
apex is ornamented with a colossal statue ol Hibernia, 
supported by Fidelity on the western, and Commerce on

TRINITY COLLEGE AND ITS 

NEIGHBOURHOOD. 

The College hes on the west side of the Green, am 

;h its park and many buildings occupies a large an 
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of ground. This is really the University of Dublin, and 
dates its foundation from Queen Elizabeth, who, in the 
thirty-fourth year of her reign (in A.n. 1591-92) estab- 
lished it. It was chiefly intended, it seems, to be for (he 
benefit of the Protestant and then ruling class in Ireland, 
and was incorporated by Charter as the Mother of a 
University; its title in full is— "The College of the 
Holy and Undivided Trinity." By Elizabeth's charter 
the governing body was to be made up of the Provost, 
three Fellows, and three Scholars. A monastery 
named Ail-Hallows had recently been suppressed, 
and the Corporation of Dublin endowed the new College 
with its grounds and ruins, while money was liberally 



as far back as 1320, connected with St. Patrick's 

Cathedral. 

Archbishop Laud's statutes, dating from 1637, 
continue with some modifications to be valid. The 
following facts as to constitution, etc., of the College are 
compiled from official sources chiefly. 

The Board of Management of the College consists 
of the Provost and senior Fellows. A council of co- 
operation was established in 1874 to assist in regulating 
the studies of the University, in appointing Professorsto 
the various chairs, and regulating their tenure of ofiice 
and the character of their duties. This council is made 
up of various members, seventeen in all, sixteen whom

snpplied for its development by many of the Protes- 
tant gentry of Ireland, and James 1. added further 
gifts. The same "learned" monarch also gave the 
■College the right to send two members to the Irish 
House of Commons, but from the Union in 1800 one 
only was allowed. The great Reform Bill of 1832 
Tcstored this lost privilege, and the College continues 
lo this day to send two members to the Impierial 
Parliament at Westminster, The Provost, Fellows, 
Scholars, and Masters, etc., are the electors. 

Previous to the establishment of Trinity College, 
however, there are records of a university having existed 



are elected in the following manner : — Four are elected 
by the senior Fellows; four by the junior Fellows ''.four 
by the Professors; and four by the Senate of the 
University. The Provost of Trinity College, ex-offieio, 
is the seventeenth member. 

The government and working of the university are 
carried on by the following oflScials:— The Chancellor, 
Vice-Chancellor, Provost of Trinity College, two Proc- 
tors (one selected from the senior, and the other from 
the junior Fellows), a senior Lecturer {who makes 
arrangements for the public examinations), two Deans, 
Censor, Librarian, Registrar, .\uditor, tl 
Professors, and the Examiners. 
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The Senate of the University is formed of the 
Chancellor (who is elected by the Senate ilself), or when 
he is absent, the Vice-Chancellor, or again in his 

absence, the pro Vice- Chancellor — all Masters of Arts 
and Doctors of the three faculties whose names arc on 
the College books. By the Senate all degrees are 
conferred, 

The Provost is appointed by ihe Crown, and may not 
only be a layman but he 
also may be a member 
of any religious dcnonii- 
nation. Fellowships used 
to be sternly confined to 
those who were members 
of the Episcopal Church, 
but a recent Act re- 
moved that intolerant re- 
striction, and no religious 
lest is now applied. The 
rule of celibacy, also, 
which had obtained from 
the time of Charles 1 . , was 
aboHshed in the year 1 840. 
Junior Fellows are 
appointed by examina- 
tion, and they form ^the 
principal part of the 
teaching staff uf the Col- 
lege. They lecture to 
the students and conduct 
examinations of under- 
graduates. They number 
at present about twenty- 
six, and their emoluments 
are said to averag nearly 
;f6oo a year. Part of this 
sum is derived from a 
fixed salary granted hy 
the College itself, and 
part is directly derived 
from duties asexammers, 

lecturers, or tutors, in one or another of which capacity 
most of them are engaged. The senior Fellows, who 
are always " mellowed " juniors, may say with the Poet 
" We are seven," and they have very good posts indeed, 
but their exact emoluments arc not obtruded on the 
notice of the vulgar. Seventy "Scholars" are elecied 
from the body of undergraduates, on successfully passing

examinations in classics or science respectively, j 
receive various emoluments to the amount of somethiD(|[ 
like £^0 per annum in shape of salary, remission of fees, 
rooms, commons, and so on. These scholars become 
members of the Corporation on election, and enjoy ths 
right to vote for members of Parhament, The position 
is held for five years. Minor scholarships have t 
recently est a bhshed with the object of stimulating studies 
in Divinity and the Irish Language. Some Others aie 
connected with the royij 
and endowed schools. 
There are four grades of 
siiidents, distinguished 
by certain peculiarities of 
dress. 1 . Noblemen, s 
of noblemen, and baro- 
nfls; 2. Fellow- com- 
moners, who dine at th4 
Fellows' table ; 3. Pen- 
si'-ners, or ordinary sta- 
dents : 4. Sizars, 
have rooms and comnionfl 
free. Their number i 
limited to thirty, and th^ 
are appointed for 

There are now 
teen open Univeral 
Studentships worth £ie 
annually, and tenable fc 
seven years, which ougl 
tu lead to some usefi 
rt'suUs in the highi 
brLtinrhcsoflearning. Th 
buildings are of granit^. 
dressed with Portland 
stone, and the frontage. 
to College Green is quittt'i 
imposing and mas^ve» 
hut rather heavy on tl 
wliole. As you enti 
statues of Buike 
Goldsmith by Foley greet you at the portals of the 
school of learning. There are three quadrangles io 
grounds, which are well proportioned : — 

1. The largest one, called . Parliament Square,: 
570 by 270 feet, and is more spacious than any "quad^ 
in an English college, 't contains a neat Corintl 
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' chapel, spacious refectory, examination hal! or theatre, 
and lodgings for Fellows, In the centre of this " quad" 
is a fine and lofty campanile built of granite. 

2. Park Square is newer, but less interesting, and 
measures 280 by 194 feet. 

3. This " quad," pleasantly styled " Botany Bay," 
contains quarters for students, and may be remembered 
by readers of Charles Lever. The large park and the 
quadrangles together occupy fuUy forty acres. 

In the College Park " stands a little building, a 
perfect Grecian temple, ihe classic design of the learned 



where books are shelved and cases containing curious 
MSS., etc., — of which the collection is very rare and 
valuable— are placed conveniently for examination. 
Early illuminated Irish MSS. are in strong force in the 
institution, including that rare and unique treasure, the 
Book of Kells.

There is not much to be seen about Dublin Castle 
in the way of architectural display, and to many the 
buildings will prove rather a disappointment.

The 
official residence of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland — for 
this it has been since the time of Queen Bess — stands on 
a hill, on ifie south side of the Liffey, in what is hardly 
ihe most arislocralic-louking neighbourhood. Here, 
however, are the residences of many of the high officials 
and officers of the court. Over the front gates used to 
dangle the ghastly remains of many a man called traitor 
or patriot, according to party exigency, but quieter times 
happily now prevail.

The character of the interior, with its groined roof, 
is in keeping with the external adornments.

THE CITY HALL, 

A piece of graceful architecture designed Liy one of 
Ireland's finest architects, Thomas Cooley, and erected 
more than a hundred years ago for the purpose of a 
Royal Exchange. It has three separate fronts sur- 
mounted by a dome, the principal front consisting of a 
noble poilico of ^x Corinthian columns, which occupy 
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a high basement and support a rich pediment and en- 
tablature. Its elegant interior is fashioned after the 
Style of the English House of Commons and is used as 
the Council Chamber of the Dublin Municipal Council, 
- where the fifteen aldermen ani^ forty-five councillors sit 
and discuss the affairs of the city. The Hall is enriched 
by several statues and portraits. In one place may be 
seen a p.iinting and in another, opj. isite the entrance, a 



fine marble statue 01 Daniel O'Connel! ; here Grattan,' 
and there George U. From the balcony overhead 
be had a fine view of Dublin, whose interests are watched 
and guarded in the chamber beneath. 

Within easy reach are St. Patrick's Cathedral and 
Christ Church. 

ST. PATRICKS CATHEDRAL. 
The holy Saint Patrick, according to doubtfvi, 
tradition, once baptised a certain number of Pagan; 
converts at a little well, and on that consecrated spot 
arose, in 448, a church built by the holy man, ■ 
began to minister to the people of the little flock whidll 
came to grow around him. In 1190 the first Angli- 
can Archbishop— John deComyn— caused the cathedrd, 
(probably enough a later one than that built by St.

Swift's description of her, just after her sad death, 
is wonderful in its circumstances, so brutal is its 
coolness: "She was looked upon as one of the most 
beautiful, graceful, and agreeable young women in 
London — only a little too fat. Her hair was blacker 
than a raven, and every feature ot her face in perfection." 
Scott h.is preserved some of her smart and pungent 
sayings. She said of a rather untidy clergyman, whose 
dirty nails had puzzled the gossips, that the Doctor's 
nails grew dirty by scratching himself ! A bishop was 
comforting with hopes of heaven a humbug of a fellow 
who pretended to grieve over a lost cliild, " No, my 
Lord," said Stella, " that is it which most grieves him, 
because he is sure never to see his child there! " " A 
Quaker apothecary sent her a vial corked; it had a 
broad brim and a label of paper alwut its neck. " What 
is that?" said she, "my apothecary's son?" The

Poor Swift's own inscription is in Latin, which has 
been rendered thus; " Here lies the body of Jonathan 
Swift, D.D,, Dean of this cathedral church, where 
fierce indignation can no longer rend the heart, Go, 
traveller, and imitate, if thou canst, one who, as far as 
in him lay, was an earnest champion of liberty." 

In St. Patrick's Cathedral Curran, too, is buried, 
and Carolan, the last of Erin's blind harpers ; and many 
memorials there are of old knights and saintly priests 
who'Ue quietly side by side. Sir H. L. Guinness has 
generously expended a large siuu on the restoration of 



or Danes on the site of an old Celtic fort in 103S, and 
was the cathedral of the See of Glendalough, which 
came, in course of time, to be added to that of Dublin, 
Henry Roe — a prominent and liberal citizen of Duhljn — 
spent, it is said, some two hundred thousand pounds in 
restoring this interesting old fane. The memorials of 
the dead contained within are many of them old 
and interesting, and that of Richard Sirongbow is 
the most notable. The ground about Christ Church is 
laid out for recreation, which can hardly but be 
welcome in so poor and densely crowded a locality 
as that amidst which this ancient church rises.

It is Early English in style, 300 feet long, with a

s the Caslle and Cathedrals, there are several 



interesting minor relics of the older city round which 
cluster many an association which should not readily 
fade away from local memory. Transformations have 
taken place not only in the architecture of many a 
notable edifice, but also in the use to which it is put, as 
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we have seen, tor example, in the changed functions of 
the Parliament House, now the Bank of Ireland. 
Thus, too, Leinster House, once the nolile town resi- 
dence of the Dukes of Leinster, has been transformed 
and added to in many ways since the days when beauty 
and fashion banqueted, coquetted, and danced in its halls. 

U is now devoted to the not less noble purpose of 
displaying a fine collection of paintings, to which ad- 
ditions are constantly being made, constituting the 
National Art Gallery and Museum of Natural History. 

Over ^loo.ooo have just been expended by the 
Imperial Government in the erection of well-lighted and 
most suitable buildings for a Museum of Science and 



the north of Dublin, and is of easy access from the dty. 
In the days of yore it was a favourite resort of such men 
of light and leading as Sheridan, the stately Joseph 
Addison, the poets Tickel and Parnell, poor Dick Steele, 
ever reeking of wine or " strong waters," who was bom 
in Ireland though a Charterhouse gown boy; and of 
that very extraordinary Dublin genius, Jonathan Swift, 
Dean of St. Patrick's (born at No, 17, Hoey's Court, 
Duhhn, on 3otii November. 1667), the greatest and 
most unhappy of men. He wrote to Bolingbroke : " It 
is lime for me to have done witli the world, and so I 
would if 1 could get into a lietter liefore I was called 
into the best, and not dit: here in a rage, like a poisoned , 
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Art and Library on a national scale, which are likely to 
be a great boon to the people of DuWin, and cannot but 
prove a great stimulus to the development of the higher 
culture. Money laid out in such a way is sure to prove 
a beneficial moile of expenditure, and there is a large 
and cultured community growing up in Dublin to whom 
such sources of profitable enjoyment are sure to be 
abundantly welcome. 

GLASNEVIN HOUSE.

THE FOUR COURTS. 

Here are the great Halls of Justice of the Irish , 
Metropolis, and the structure in which they stand befits 
their importance and imposing grandeur. If we could 
travel far enough back in tlit* centuries, we should prob- 
ably come to a period when the Four Coiu^ts were 
undreamt of and when holy friars were housed on the 
site. It is a little more than a hundred years since this 
vast pile was started, and it was in 1797 that the grand 
opening was performed. The cost, we can well believe, 
was /'2oo,ooo. It has a conmianding outlook on the 
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I river, with a frontage of 440 Tcet. Oblong in shape, 
above its ceatral block rises a dome, wliicli serves to light

eloquence and wit to-day ? In the great hall under the 
dome do congregate the mingled crowds of lawyers, 
clients, strangers ; and 
the "stertorous hum ' 
might be heard, one would 
think, tar away. Says 
one bold writer: — "Du- 
ring term time it is 
crowded with lawyers 
and pickpockets, slran- 
pers and strugglers, the 
fleeced and the fleecing, 
the hopeful and the hope- 
less," .\round ihe central 
hall may be seen imposing 
statues, such as those of 
Lords Plunket and White- 
side. It is pleasant to 
conclude one's visit to tlie 
Four Courts by turning 
into the coflee-room and 
spending a few reflective 
minutes in the library.

The main lilock is

The four departments oi 
the structure are occupied 
by the four coiu'ts — iIil- 
Chancery, " Exchequtr, 
Queen's and Comnnjn 
Pleas Divisions. In iIk' 
courtyard at the rear, llii- 
Bankruptcy, I'robatt-, ami 
Admiralty Offices .uu 
Stationed. Within this 
Palace of Justice were 
heard the eloquent voices 
of O'Connell, Curran, 
Dowse, Plunketl, White- 
side, Butt. .Are tl ere 
jawyers as remarkable for 
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some squares than any city of corresponding size in the 
empire. There is Merrion Square, very fine and very 
fashionable, and proudly conscious that it bulks larger 
in importance than the 13 acres it covers. There 
is Queen's Square, Fitxn-illiam Square, Rutland 
Square. 

ST. STEPHEN'S GREEN 
Is the most extensive as well as the most picturesque 
of them all. It covers an area of nearly 20 acres, and a 
walk once round makes a mile. It has had a chequered 
history of good and ill-fortune. At one lime it bore an 
evil reputation, as " Hogg's Green," the neglected haunt

now Lord Ardilaun, transformed into " a thing of beauty 
anda joy forever." Its fine shady trees, its lake with 'swan 
and shadow,' its cascades and terraces, its bandstand 
ami children's playground, all testify to the lil^eral 
munificence of its chief benefactor. Thackeray des- 
cribes it as he saw it long ago in his own amusing and

the Zoological Gardens, as well as the Swiss chilet 
beside the lake, where the head gardener resides.

In the 
very centre of the Park 
stands the Phoenix Monu- 
ment, erected by Lord 
Chesterfield ; but most 
striking of all is the 
Wellington Obelisk, at 
the south-east gate. It 
rises in massive form two 
hundred feet clear into 
the sky, and on its panels 
are recorded the succes- 
sive heroic deeds of the 
great General and illus- 
trious Duke.

THE QUAYS AND 

CANALS 
Of Dublin are among its 
moat vital commercial 
features. Its railways

This canal 
connects Dublin with the Shannon and the Barrow 
and drains an extensive country. The Koyal Canal, 
which received the charter of incorporation from 
George III., has the advantage of being navigable 
from the capital to Longford and Tarmonbarry, 
not far from the head of the navigable course of 
the Shannon, a stretch of gz miles. The public 
contributed three-quarters of a million towards its con- 
struction. 

The principal Quays stretch along the North side 
of the river, forming the " North Wall," whence most 
€>f the^ largest steamers start South Wall was con- 



lawyers and jud^s, smartest journalists, and most 
eloquent orators. Its sons have risen to eminence not 
only in the open field of London,! but^in every colony in 
the world. In spite of a tremendous emigration move- 
ment, Dublin has considerably increased in population 
during the last decade, and bears the hopeful signs of 
progress. We have not been able to enumerate half 
its attractions, its places of interest, and scenes ol 
industry. One cannot but recall with regret, in passing 
along Coleraine Street, where we find jhe Linen Hall 
Harracks, that one of Dublin's richest industries has 
fallen into decline — the manufacture of the finest linen 
in the market. By way of compensation, however. 
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Btnicted in order to protect the harbour from the inroads 
of the South Bull Sands. The work is done in strong 
solidity, granite blocks being clamped together till they 
form one firm mass stretching out into Dublin Bay. 
Large docks have been constructed and opened for craft 
of all kinds. 

Dublin thus possesses the facilities for a still 
greater commercial prosperity than it has ever enjoyed, 
It may yet become as famous for its fortunes as for the 
elegant speaking of its educated citizens.

other industries have flourished, such as the breweries 
and distilleries in and around Thomas Street, one of 
which — Guinness' — alone covers some fifty acres of 
ground. In the same quarter, also, are large building 
works employing many hands. Not only in commerce 
and industry does Dublin prosper: it provides liberally 
for its citizens' intellectual tastes. The Corporation 
Public Library alone circulates ten thousand volumes, 
where also magazines and newspapers are daily con- 
sulted in the spacious reading rooms. And in Kildare 
Street the handsome and splendidly -equipped National 
Library has been reared, after laborious efforts put forth 
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by some of Dublin's public spirits, and it now affords 
free facilities for reading to all and sundry. 

Art has its place in the National Gallery and in tlie 
Royal Irish Academy, where the finest collection of 
Celtic antiquities in the world may be found, and where, 
among other objects of interest, the hero -worshipper 



may see the Royal Tara Brooch, and the harp and 
library of Thomas Moore. Perhaps some day Dublin 
will erect a statue of that illustrious poet more worthy 
of him than any to be seen at present. For Dubtin 
loves to honour its great men, and is loved by its sons, 
though they may be a thousand miles away.

Notable, 
however, as the name is in relation to a branch of 
industry that thrives nowhere more prosperously than 
in Ireland, there are several interesting facts connected 
with the origin and development of this If 
great undertaking which are indispensable ' 
to the scope of our reviews, and a closer 
ac<]uaintance with which reveals more 
accurately and strikingly the remarkable 
advances of the business, whose accumu- 
lated interests of more than a century are 
now controUeil by Messrs, Akthi-r Giin- 
ttKss, Son, & Co., Limited. 

Somewhere al>uut a hundred and thirty- 
three years .igo, the business was first 
utabli^eil by ancestors of .

and the new ; the numerous devices and systems for 
accelerating the routine of the industry, which have 
been suggested by inventive skill and sanctioned by the 
experiences of years ; the system of railway ser\'ice, by 

which the entire 

grounds are intersec- 
ted ; the manner in 
which train communi- 
cation is maintained 
throughout the three 
levels upon which the 
Brewery premises are 
constructed ; and the 
methodical division 
of labour regulating 
the operations of a 
staff of some 1,600 
hands, who populate 
the Brewery by their 
daily presence. 

T!ie consideration 
devoted by the Com- 
pany to the personal 
comforts and interests 
of their employes is 
noted in the series of 
workmen's houses, with dispensary, co-operative stores, 
coffee and readingrooms, baths and lavatories. Another 
block of workmen's dwellings has been erected near 
Kialto Bridge, on the Grand Canal, not far from the 
Brewery, under the shadow of which there has gradually 
grown up a thriving and progressive little colony of 
nearly aoo families, depending for their subsistence upon 
the adequate remuneration the proprietors afford to 
their staff.

Thb liislory of comnHrrcial enterprise in ihe Irish 
capital inclutlcti few more notable examples of successful 
trading than is furnisbcd by the records of the great 
hoQKof Mcttsrs. Edward and John Bukxb, Ltd., of 
whoM extenftive undertaking, with its widespread rami- 
fications at home and abroad, we submit this brleHy 
descriptive and necessarily abridged review to the notice 
of our )>ubscril>ers. The business was originally founded 
in the year 1848 by the late Mr. Edward F. Burke, who 
was joined some few years later by his brother, Mr. John 
Burke. Mr. Edward Burke associated himself almost 
exclusively with the Dublin 61m, the late Mr. John

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Burke with Ihe New York business, and Mr. J, G. 
Nutting, one of the original partners of the old firm, was 
associated with the development of the Liverpool house, 
which is to-day the most importiinl bottling establish- 
ment in the world. In July, 1890, the business was 
incorporated into n limited liability company, with a 
capital of ^Soo.ooo, and so Wfll established was the firm 
at that time, iind so highly were tliL' proprietors held in 
repute in the commercial world, that the demand for the 
sharcfi exceeded many times the allotment intended for 
the public. Some idea nf the magnitude of the business 
may be gathered from the fact that Messrs. BiKxt. Lrn., 
have at present some two hundred agents located in 



with every convenience for the clerical staff and the ■ 
administrative departments of the business. I n the base-' 
ment are the large vaults and cellars for casks and the 
bottling department, measuring upwards of 200 feet in 
length by jo feet wide, and completely furnished with 
the necessary plant and appliances for forwarding the 
various processes of filling and corking. Down each 
side of this apartment are arranged many tiers of large 
butts of Guinness's stout, and here a large number of 
male and female workpeople are employed in filling aod 
corking this beverage, the whole processes being cart 
out with the perfection of system and expeditious o 
Coming up to the ground floor the visitor is next i 
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duced to the bottle- washing department, in which the 
new bottles are unpacked, and after undergoing the most 
thorough cleansing and drying are forwarded by 
specially-built movable racks to the filling department. 
When filled the bottles are conveyed in trucks by 
powerful hoists to the first floor, where they are wired, 
capsuled, and labelled, ready for packing into barrels 
for export, this important department employing the 
services of over fifty hands of lioth sexes. It is 
worthy of mention that at the date of our visit to 
the establishment the firm was just completing 
a shipload of over 5,000 barrels for despatch to New 
York, which was to be followed immediately by another 
vessel with a similar ijuantity, and like despatches 
to'Canaila and flstwlior.-. TIk- nnni-r floors t,f the 



fjaUons of whisky each, and several vessels of smaller 
size. From the basement the bottled whisky is 
conveyed by steam lifts to the packing department, 
where it is most carefully labelled, capsuled, etc., and 
then packed into cases by a very large staff of men and 
boys ; and alterwards the cases are forwarded to the 
stores ready for shipment, this department having 
accommodation lor upwards of 28,000 full cases. In 
addition there are extensive spirit vaults stocked with 
an immense number of casks of whisky, and there are 
also commodious stores for empty cases and casks. 
The whole arrangements of the establishment are of the 
most complete character, the mechanical and operative 
resources of the undertaking having been organised with 
{;reat skill and experience in order to meet the constant 




warehouse, reached by spiral staircases of iron, and 
connected from the basement upwards by hoists, are 
utilised as stores for stock, of which many thousand 
bottles are held by the firm in order to thoroughly 
season and mature for consumption. 

The other block of buildings, which comprise the 
Governnr.enI bonded warehouses, is situated opposite 
the stout-bottHog warehouse, and consists of an exten- 
sive, finely-built, and lofty structure with wide entrance, 
on one side of which is the office for the Inland Revenue 
officials, and on the other the manager's office. In the 
basement of this store is the filling or bottling depart- 
ment, furnished with the necessary plant and machinery 
for this purpose, and containing a number of immense 
vats, of enormous capacity, holding many thousands ot 



pressure of the enormous bulk ot trade controlled by the

Amongst the more notable re p resell la tives of tlie 
brewing trade in the City far excellence of this industry 
in the kingdom there are few whose claims to recogni- 
tion rank higher than the old - establislied business 
conducted toi so many years past under the proprietor- 
ship of Messrs. J no. D'Arcy and Son in Usher Street, 
and which, under the title of the Anchor BREWERy, 
has, for upwards of a century past, enjoyed an active 
existence as one of the leading houses engaged in the 
staple trade of the Metropohs of Ireland, The history 
of this famous old brewery dates back to a period ante- 
rior to [782, when it is known to have been in the

years), who has since been followed by Messrs. William

possession of Messrs. Kavanagh and Brcll. but the 
business is supposed to have been originally founded 
early in the eighteenth century, as the parish records 
testify to a brewery standing on the banks of the river 
in this locahly. Messrs. Kavanagh and Brett subse- 
quently transferred their interest to Mr. John D. Byrne, 
a practical brewer and thorough man of business, and 
on this gentleman's retirement in January, 181.S, llic 
brewery was sold to Mr. John D'Arcy for a sum of 
jf35,ooo, evidencing the value of the business even at 
that remote period. On the death of Mr. John D'Arcy 
in 1865, he was succeeded by his son, Matthew Pelei 



this sketch preclude us giving anything like a detailed I 
description of the various buildings which constitute the 
brewery premises, and we must, perforce, be content to 
indicate in outline the more salient features of the 
arrangements. The attention of the visitor is first 
directed to the enormous malt store, a building, con- 
structed of brick, Ji6ft. long, in which are enclosed 
twenty-seven immense bins, each of which possesses a 
capacity of 1,400 barrels. At each end of the block is 
a kiln, 30ft, square, with a capacity of 100 barrels, both 1 
used for re-drying malt when necessary, and there is ■ 
also a kiln contrived for the delicate operation of roast- 
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ing the malt for porter. Next in order, although first 
in importance, is the great brew-house, one of the 
largest and most conspicuous buildings on the ground, 
fitted throughout with plant and appliances of modern 
construction and containing some of the largest utensils 
in use in any brewery in Ireland. Amongst these may 
be mentioned the No. 4 Mash Tun, a vessel measuring 
23ft. diameter and 7ft. deep, with a mashing capacity 
of 300 barrels. Here, also, are four domed coppers, each 
having a boiling capacity of about 500 barrels, and in 
the building adjoining is a still more phenomenal-sized 
vessel — a mammoth copper of extraordinary propor- 
tions ; it is said to be the largest in the world, and 
capable of holding over 1,300 barrels. The cost of 
constructing this monster vessel, which weighs twelve 
tons, exceeded ;^3,ooo, and the time occupied in making 
it was thirteen months. In order to obtain a view of 
the interior of the copper it is necessary to mount a 
loft. ladder to the man-hole, from which, by means of a 
suspended lantern, it is possible to plumb its depth and 
form some idea of its capacity, the magnitude of which 
may be better realised by the fact that, when it was 



completed, no fewer than thirty persons partook of 
refreshment in this capacious vessel. Leaving the 
brewhouse, the next department in importance is the 
great fermenting room, measuring 210ft. by 87ft., con- 
taining two immense open coolers, to which the wort is 
pumped direct. Below this is the ** A " fermenting 
room, containing nine fermenting tuns, each holding 
600 barrels. On the ground floor of the new building 
is a splendid saloon ^ devoted to cleansing operations, 
provided with the necessary appliances for this purpose, 
and adjoining this are the spacious old and new vat 
houses, in which are stored many thousands of barrels 
of liquor in condition for sending out. The other 
buildings include cask-washing sheds, large cooperage 
workshops, and stabling for fifty horses. The brewery 
finds constant employment for upwards of 300 persons 
and is capable of turning out 250,000 barrels annually. 
A widespread connection has been established by the 
firm, which includes the principal buyers in Ireland, and 
a large and increasing export trade has been secured 
with England, where Messrs. D'Arcy's brands are held 
in well-deserved and sustained estimation.

The shop is 
arranged in a manner affording the most perfect conve- 
nience and facilitating in every way the large mercantile 
and manufacturing operations of the house. The general 
organisation of the establishment at once produces a 
favourable impression upon the visitor, and leaves no 
doubt as to the high practical ability of the management. 



The general stores of the concern are situate in Chapel 
Lane, off Denmark Street, and here very large stocks are 
held in oils, varnishes, and colours (both moist and dry), 
while tlie stock of sundries and drysalteries includes a list 
of important items the mere enumeration of which would 
extend beyond the limits and scope of the present review. 
There is another important department of Mr. Boyd's 
business that merits notice, namely, the manufacture of 
methylated spirits, for which a Government licence is 
held by the proprietor. The methylated spirit ware- 
house is in Granby Lane, Rutland Square, and here will 
be found a large supply held in reserve to meet the 
exigencies of the trade. Fancy soaps, too, are manu- 
factured as well as "Allan's Harness Varnish," Boyd's 
Harness Composition, and other popular specialities. Mr. 
Boyd also enjoys the reputation of having brought the 
first cargo of petroleum into Ireland direct from America, 
and his trade in this particular article has so much m- 
creased of late years that several cargoes are now 
annually imported by our enterprising friend. Com- 
mercially speaking, Mr. Boyd holds a position among 
the foremost firms in its line. The connection covered 
is a most important and valuable one in every respect, 
and is well maintained by those honourable and straight- 
forward methods of business which have always charac- 
terised the commercial relations between this respected 
house and its influential body of patrons throughout 
the kingdom.

In selecting for the purposes of tliis work the 
principal features of individual commercial enterprise in 
the Irish metropolis, it would be impossible to ignore the 
paramount claims to rec<^nilion presented by the 
eminent firm of Messrs. Clerv and Co., Warehousemen 
and General Drapers, whose splendid eslalilishnient in 
Lower Sackville Street supplies the subject of this briefly 
descriptive sketch.

In no department of scientific research, as applied 
to the arts of modern life, have such magnificent 
triumphs been won by mind over matter as in the do- 
main which has in electricity its prime factor. When 
we contemplate the achievements of the modern electri- 
cian and electrical engineer, we are almost constrained 
to exclaim with the great Lord Bacon : ** N'erily, the 
more we know, the more we desire to know ; and the 
further we advance, the more do we perceive how much 
is still in store for us ! " Pre-eminent among the great

Walsh (Archbishop of Dublin), and many of the most 
prominent members of British and Irish society. A 
sketch of this immensely and deservedly successful 
concern would indeed be incomplete were we to omit 
special mention of the gentleman who for a long period 
of years has guided the splendid destinies of the estab- 
lishment. \\ ith respect to Mr. John K. Wigham, J. P., 
M.R.I. A., we feel that we cannot do better than re- 
produce a short biographical sketch which appeared 
some time ago in a well-known literary and commercial 
organ. The British yoimtal of Commerce says: — "John 
R. Wigham, J. P., M.R.I. A., was born in one of the 
beautiful suburbs of Edinburgh in the year 1829. He 
was educated in that city, but in early life removed to 
Dublm, where he entered into the business of his 
brother-indaw, Mr. Joshua Ed mu ndson, Hardware 
Merchant and Manufacturer. While still very young, 
he had, on the death of Mr. Edmundson, to take the 
whole charge of the business of the firm of J. Edmund- 
son iJv: Co. About this time, 'gas-lighting began in 
IHiblin to supersede the use of oil and candles in private 
houses, and Mr. Wigham industriously carried out the 
system, first introduced by Mr. Edmundson into Dublin, 
of applying the Scotch plan of gas-fitting, which mainly 
consisted in the use of piping drawn from pure tin, 
instead of the brazed iron piping and other faulty ap- 
pliances which had previously been used. The result 
was that the introduction of gas into private use took 
j^lace in Hublin to an extent almost as great as in 
Scotch cities, and to a greater extent than has ever yet 
been the c.ise in London. Mr. Wigham gave much 
attention to inipro\e the design and manufacture of 
small L;as works suitable for lighting public institutions 
.nul lountry mansions outside the range of the ordinary 
f;a-. supply of towns. He was also engineer to the 
Conunerci.d Cias Company of Ireland, and designed 
i^as woilvs (o\ that Company at Kingstown. In 1865 he 
ilcxisrd a svsleni of applying gas to lighthouses, a 
-auall v\Miipaci j;as works for making gas on the spot 
l»( lui; us(vl. The gas was first made from oil, and 
ati( I waids fioni rich Cannel Coal as more convenient, 
iUhl pioducinj; a gas much more reliable in its illumina- 
ting pvnvet lh,in oil. The main features of this in- 
vention of Mr. Wigham's were, first, that the burners 
win* h \\c applied were of such a construction as to re- 
ipme no v himney i;lasses ; and, second, that, while the

England. The question of its further adoption was 
referred by Government to a committee selected by 
them called the Lighthouse Illuminants Committee. 
Voluminous Parliamentary papers on the subject were 
published, from which it appears that the Trinity House 
were opposed to the further development of the gas 
^stem, and it became hardly wise to refer the matter to 
them. The context of their report of experiments made 
at South Foreland with lighthouse illuminants was 
promptly challenged by Mr. Wigham, and a brisk con- 
troversy commenced. Notwithstanding this discussion, 
it is admitted on all hands that, but for the inventions 
and labours of Mr. Wigham, which were carried on, as 
the perusal ot the Parliamentary papers will show, in 
spite of much obstruction on the part of public officials 
and others, the science of lighthouse illumination would 
not have reached its present position, and that the 
sailor would not now have the advantage of the im- 
proved lights which have of recent years been fixed for 
his guidance. Besides the attention which Mr. Wigham 
has given to this lighthouse matter and to the general 
conduct of the extensive business of this firm as gas and 
water engineers, he has been able to devote some time to 
public matters. He is Chairman of the Blackrock 
Town Commissioners and Honorary Secretary of the 



Dublin Chamber of Commerce, an Associate Member 
of the Institution of Civil Engineers in Ireland, a mem- 
ber of the Royal Irish Academy and of the Council of 
the Royal Dublin Society, and a Justice of the ^Peace 
for the County of Dublm. He is also the Deputy 
Chairman of the Alliance and Consumers* Gas Com- 
pany (a very large undertaking, in which about 150,000 
tons of coal are annually carbonised) and a Director of 
the Dublin United Tramways Company. From time 
to time he has publicly brought his views on scientific 
questions before the following societies: — The British 
Association, The Royal Dublin Society, The Royal 
Society of Arts, and the Institutes of Civil Engineers in 
London and DubHn ; and, as an evidence of the extent 
of Mr. Wigham's inventive faculties, it may be men- 
tioned that no fewer than twenty-five patents have been 
granted to him within the past twenty years. It is to 
such mental energy that the country owes its present 
commercial prestige in the world. . . . Competition 
between industrial nations grows each year in its mag- 
nitude and consequences, and to our inventors and 
scientists, and such men as Mr. Wigham, must we look 
to guide us and lead us through our impending difficul- 
ties, and onward to a goal of greater prosperity and 
more settled comfort." 



W. MAHALM & CO., Tea, Wine, Whisky, and Foreign Spirit Merchants,

One of the most important and influential among 
the many old-established houses devoted to the tea and 
wine trade of Dublin is presented in that of Messrs. W. 
Mahalm & Co., who have for upwards of thirty years 
successfully combined an extensive trade as dealers in 
high-class tea, wine, whisky, foreign spirits, and cigars. 
A visit to the firm's establishment in Thomas Street 
conveys many impressions of the importance of tlie 
business transacted by them, though the frontage of the 
premises to that thoroughfare is unassuming in com- 
parison therewith, and may be said to afford no idea of 
the magnitude of the premises and the almost excep- 
tional resources therein embodied. From the offices and 
counting-house towards the front a series of warehouses, 
vaults, and accessories extends to the rear, as far as 
Vicar Street, over a distance of some 500 feet, and indi- 
cate a breadth of 70 feet at their widest part. Access 
is first obtained to the wine and spirit vaults, with 
bottling and labelling departments diverging from the 
same, and these are followed up by the cooperage, the 
bottle store, the underground wine cellars (devoted to 
the preservation of the choicest wines), and the cordial 
vault. It is in the latter department of the business 
that Messrs. Mahalm are perhaps best known in the 
trade, their hifi;h-class cordials having won appreciative 
testimony to their superior excellence from all sections 
of the public, and now may be justly considered one of 
the firm's most important and special hues of manu- 
facture. The whole space of three flats is devoted to 
this branch of the business, and first-class modem plant 



and appliances, with steam motive power, are supplied 
for this purpose. 

A splendid evidence of the firm's exhaustive 
capacities for storage is presented in their bonded free 
warehouse, where they also engage in bottling French 
brandies, rums, gins, bond whiskies, British compounds, 
etc., under the supervision of the Excise authorities. 
Their bonded warehouse is very extensive, covering as 
it does almost the entire length of Vicar Street — 150 
yards — and is supplemented by spacious lofts, in which 
are preserved several of the rarest selections of 
champagnes which judicious importation can secure. 
In cigars alone the firm manifest a facility for supply 
which fully corresponds with the large trade they com- 
mand as cigar merchants and importers, and their 
transactions in these cover the entire gamut of foreign 
cigar production. The above mere enumeration of the 
firm's departments may serve as an indication of the 
thoroughly self-contained character of a business holding 
its practical, as well as commercial, details under one 
large and ably-controlled organisation.

Gun Makers by Appointment to H.R.H. the Prince of Wales; Gun, Pistol, and Rifle Manufacturers; 

Inventors and Patentees ;

Among the several names that have become every- 
where familiar in association with the gun-making 
industry and its numerous improvements during the 
past century and a half, there are probably none more 
widely known than that of Mr. John Rigby, the founder 
of the eminent business still carried on in Dublin and 
London under the firm-name of Messrs. John Rigby & 
Company. It was in the year 1735 that Mr. Rigby's 
grandfather first engaged in the production of firearms, 
and from that time up to the present day the name has 
been intimately identified with the trade. The work and 
industry established by him have been perpetuated with 
conspicuous success and credit by his descendants under 
a continuous family proprietary. 

The various inventions and improvements introduced 
by Mr. John Rigby are already a matter of gim-making 
history, and it is therefore the obvious intention of the 
present brief sketch to deal more particularly with the 
later attainments of the firm and to emphasize the main 
reasons by which their present high position in the 
British gun-making trade has been acquired. While 
Dublin has at all times formed their head(}uarters, they 
have for twenty-six years maintained a branch house in 
London appropriately located in the St. James' district, 
and in a position convenient for the high-class residential 
community by whom Messrs. Rigiu' have been so long 
patronised. As above indicated, they hold appointment 
as Gun Makers to His Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales in Ireland, and command the support of a dis- 
tinguished patronage, embracing many sportsmen and 
others of the class best able to apj^reciate the superior 
merits by which their productions have become character- 
ized. The firm were awarded their first l^rize Medal at 
the W^orld's Fair in 1851, and four years later were the 
recipients of a similar honour at the Paris Kxhibilion. 
They received an additional Prize Medal at the London 
Exhibition of 1862, and the like award at the Dublin 
Exhibition of 1865. Since that year Messrs. Rigrv 
have received Prize Medals at Philadelphia and London, 
the former illustrating their success in competition with 
a wide series of exhibitors. The greater number of the 
innovations adopted by Messrs. Rigby at the present 
time have originated with themselves, and were only 
brought out after lengthy study and exhaustive trial ; 
and of these the following may be specialised as repre- 
sentative : — 

The patent under-lever, hanmierless treble grip, 
applied to Class A ; the removable extractor and lever 
fore-end attachment ; and Rigby's top-snap, all of which 
obtained the Gold Medal at the Exhibition of Inventions 
in London in 1886; and Rigby's patent sliding, seLf- 
elevating back-sight, applicable (along with an improved 
mould) to the firm's breech-loading " Express" rifles. 

At the *'Field" gun trial in 1875 Messrs. Rigby's 
i2-bore gun made the shots counting highest for pene- 



tration, and the frequent victories of the Irish Eight at 
W^imbledon have been scored with ** Rigby " rifles. 

While the firm have long represented every branch 
and department of gun-making industry in their premises 
at Dublin, most of the barrels and actions are now, 
owing to the English Proof Act, made in their London 
factory ; and since lock-filing has become centred in 
Wolverhampton, and the forging of fine gun-barrels is 
now confined to Birmingham and Liege, Messrs. Rigby 
have turned their attention to the other departments of 
the manufacture. In sending out guns suitable for 
farmers, emigrants, keepers, etc., as well as rifles for 
target shooting or military use, the firm have employed 
all the skill and knowledge derived from many years of 
careful experiment, and the proper application thereto, of 
scientific principles. The discovery of the various im- 
provements now specialised by them has necessarily 
involved much time and expense, but the results are 
sufticientlv manifested in the known excellence of iheir 
productions and their various phases of usefulness and 
merit. Proceeding on the very reasonable and logical 
conclusion that superior guns are not to be found at a 
cheap price (whatever competition has brought about), 
they make only such firearms as are manifestly efficient 
in every respect, and for these they ask a price corres- 
ponding to the several standards of merit they indicate. 
Guns which they do not make themselves are made 
expressly for them In' respectable Birmingham manu- 
facturers, and thus, while selling a gun at a price as high 
as /"55, they can also place in the way of occasional 
sportsmen a class of gun ranging from five to thirteen 
guineas: but these are ])Iainly submitted for what they 
ar(\ and arc ^luwautecd to the ext(tnt only of their several 
qualifu atious. As a general rule cheap guns are not 
encoura.i4(Ml by the firm, for the reason that they cannot 
obviously l)c recommended as confidently as guns made 
and tested in their own workshops. Many people are 
misled by the apparent durability of some cheap guns, 
but the reason for this is to be found in the fact that the 
owner is only an occasional sportsman, and is thereby 
less quick to discover the technical imperfections of a 
low-priced gun. Of this description an example is pre- 
sented in the " Guaranteed'^ gun, which is a well-finished 
and neatly-engraved article made specially for Messrs. 
RiGBV by a Birmingham firm. Asa sporting rifle no class 
of the "Rigby" firearms has become more enduringly 
popular than the '* Express," now in wide requisition 
among the firm's patrons everywhere — in India, Africa, 
and in the Highland deer forests. The introduction of 
these rifles has afforded splendid scope for the firm's 
ingenuity and skill as gun-making specialists, and they 
may be said to have led the way in the adaptation and 
improvement of these to every form of use. Messrs. 
Rigby's rook and rabbit rifles are largely famed, and 
the firm were the first to introduce (under the name 
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Otinues to bear) the Britisli Army Revolver. 
I the above concise restniie of the firm's opera- 
their status in the British gun trade of lo-day may 
aly determined. Their Dublin works are equipped 
rganised on a basis of efficiency tending to proWde 
U the exigencies of the Irish business.

The manufacture of poplins and silks was, as is 
well known, introduced into both England and Ireland 
by the Huguenot refugees who fled from I-Vancc on the 
Revocation of the Edict of N antes. In 16S5, 50,000 
silk weavers are said to have establislied themselves and 
their trade in Spitalfields. In 1693, •'^ section of these 
exiles arrived in Dublin and founded what has since 
become the ** Irish Poplin " trade. Since that time the 
trade has been subject to many and great fluctuations ; 
at one time 3,000 looms gave employment to io,ooi^ 
workers, while at another time it shrank to insignilicant 
proportions. The firm of O'Reilly, Dunne, & Co. has 
been connected with the trade for over a century. Their 
manufacture is noted over the world for its excellence, 
a fact which is confirmed by their receiving orders 
from distant parts of America, Australia, and Africa, 
while even France and Germany, though so closely con- 
nected with the silk trade themselves, not infrequently 
send orders for poplin dresses to Dublin. In this connec- 
tion the foreign Parcel Post has been of great service 
to the Irish poplin manufacturers; a poplin dress can 
now be sent for as small a cost to the chief cities of the 
world as fifty years ago it would have taken to send the 
same to London. Messrs. O'Reilly, Dunne, & Co. 
offer to send a single dress carriage paid anywhere the 
Parcel Post exists. 

The manufacture of poplin is carried on by hand 
work instead of steam power. The first stage is the 
washing and dyeing of the raw silk ; the second is the 
winding of the silk threads from the skein to the bobbin ; 
and the third is the warping to the length required for a 



piece which is usually 80 or 100 yards. The warp is 
then put into tlie loom and the wea\'ing effected by the 
throwing of the shoot, called the weft, containing pure 
wool on the silk warp. The texture thus formed is the 
famous Irish poplin. The durability of O'Reilly, 
Dunne, S: Co.'s make of Irish poplin is due to the extra 
fine quality of the silk and wool used, and especially 
to the fact of no artificial weighting being used in the 
dyeing. In the case of cheap foreign silks the raw 
silk is so much weighted that a pound of it will come 
back from the dyers weighing twice as much, 
but, in the case of silk dyed for Irish poplin, not only is 
there no artificial weighting added, but the silk will come 
back so purified that the pound of raw silk will have 
been reduced to i2ozs. of the dyed. Hence it is that 
Messrs. O'Reilly, Dunne, and Co. guarantee the 
durability of their manufacture, and that it will neither 
grease nor cut. Messrs. O'Reilly, Dunne, and Co. 
have from time to time been honoured with orders from 
Royalty, the last being for the trousseau of the Duchess 
of Fife, when the Princess of Wales selected four dresses 
from their stock. Their manager, Mr. M. J. Short, more 
than half a century ago packed a parcel to be forwarded 
to the then Princess Victoria. A new feature of the 
business is the manufacture of poplin scarves for gentle- 
men in all the best designs and shades. This depart- 
ment of their business has been very prosperous. 
Gentlemen often say they are the best scarves they have 
ever had.

Above the bakery is the 
machine room, in which are four large dough-making 
machines, and over this is the flour store, from which the 
machines are supplied by shoots.

Familiar among the many names that have become 
identified with the advance of sculptural art in Ireland 
is that of Mr. John Coaxes, whose monumental works 
at Dublin, established in 1862, have become the centre 
of a prosperous industry. 

The present location of the house was substituted 
for the original premises in the same thoroughfare when 
the business had sufficiently extended to warrant such a 
change. The works are very extensive, and cover an 
immense area at the rear of the second of the two fine 
showrooms, by which the appearance of the front portion 
of the premises is dignified. 

The showrooms present many admirable examples 
of the tone of chaste and genuinely artistic execution by 
which everything produced by the proprietor and his 
staff is characterised, and the ceiling of polished deal 
contributes to enhance the display of medallions and 
ornamental work that adorn the walls, and illustrates a 
department of handiwork in which this house has 
ac(juired a repute of the highest order. 

The space afforded for carrying out all the practical 
operations of the trade may be estimated from the fact 
that the works extend over a floorage stretch of 150 
feet, and have a breadth of 25 feet. They are arranged 
and equipped on a standard of completeness conforming 
to the 'importance of the house, and possess many 



excellent facilities for carrying out with expedition, 
accuracy, and smoothness the manufacture of monu- 
ments, mural tablets, tombs, headstones, fonts, and all 
kinds of stone and marble work in which artistic skill 
and the judicious elaboration of special designs are the 
essential features. 

The versatile scope of the proprietor's operations, 
and the readiness with which he enters upon every 
conceivable undertaking of the trade, enable him to 
transact both for the clergy and laity. In Mr. Coates* 
hands monumental sculpture, in a comprehensive sense, 
has been elevated to a very high standard, while a 
conception of the true artistic spirit is evinced in every 
branch of the ordinary work of the trade, and it is this 
which has contributed to gain for Mr. Coates a renown 
that is something more than local. Indeed there is 
scarcely a town of any importance in Ireland in which 
there does not exist some memorial of his or his firm's 
handiwork. Even in England and Scotland Mr. Coates 
has executed several artistic commissions with accep- 
tance ; and, as one whose knowledge of sculptural and 
modelling art is the outcome of long and arduous 
experience and study, he now commands a position of 
well-merited distinction in the professional calling of 
which he has at all times proved himself a proficient 
and painstaking master.

Among 
the most enterprising and successful of founders and 
engineers Mr. William Spencb holds a distinguished 
position and carries on a business of the first order, 
deserving, on both grounds, special mention in this 
volume. His fine works are situated in Cork Street, 
Dublin, and cover an area of three and a half acres.

sizes and weights ; shafting, couplings, wheels, pedestals, 
and puUevs of all kinds ; pumping apparatus, machine 
tools, ana all kinds of machinery used and required by 
brewers, distillers, millers, railway companies, and all 
manufacturers requiring mechanical and other appliances. 
Brewers' and distillers* plant is a speciality, and Mr. 
Spenxe has manufactured and erected in Lhiblin the 
largest mash tuns in the world, and supplies cast-iron 
and steel malt rollers, etc., of the best description. A 
shimting locomotive for narrow gauge railways or tram- 
ways, weighing nine and a half tons, as supplied to 
Messrs. Guinness and Co. and exportied, is an ideal 
motor, capable of drawing 120 tons on the level at a 
speed of ten miles an hour. A set of 3-throw pumps, 
with loaded and veined rotating valves and brass-packed 
buckets, capable of discharging 15,000 gallons per hour, 
is another triumph of the firm*s production. A large 
skilled staff finds employment in the various operations. 
Mr. Spence, who is ably assisted by his son, is an expert 
in all that appertains to the business, and gives it the 
benefit of his personal supervision. He has had the 
most varied experience of the trade, and has steadily 
extended the scope of his operations since his establish- 
ment in 1856. He enjoys a large share of home con- 
tracts, and does a large amount of work for the colonies 
and foreign countries. Besides his technical qualifica- 
tions he is an accomplished business man and highly 
esteemed in trade and business circles in the Irish 
metropolis.

No. 7, Brunswick 
Street, where theie is z splendid equipment of machinery 
specially designed to carr}' out this industry, and where 
ecclesiastical and artistic carving is illustrated under 
the best conditions. At the establishment, No. 17, 
Great Brunswick Street, opposite the Queen's Theatre, 
the practical operations of stone, marble, and monu- 
mental work are principally engaged in ; and here the 
visitor may obser\e the skill and taste with which the 
firm enter upon the making of fonts, pulpits, and 
lecterns in stone, marble, and wood, the completed 
examples exhibited being replica of those already pro- 
vided to churches and cathedrals in Ireland, with the 
addition of such variations in design as may have 
suggested themselves to the firm's versatile conception 
and taste. Wherever possible, the proprietor and his 
competent manager and staff have introduced new and 
original designs, illustrations of which are frequently 
forwarded free by post to enquirers ; and the original 
and nnc(jnventional character of the firm's work is 
especially manifested in plaster enrichments, most of 
which are reproduced from designs originating distinctly 
with themselves.

Every care is taken to ensure 
the excellence of all fish supplies during the interval 
between consignment and delivervy and the immense 
ice house at the rear of the establishment in Baggot 
Street presents a splendid instance of the extreme pre- 
cautions observed to ensure the sound and fresh con- 
dition of every class of the perishable commodities dealt 
in. The supply of Wenham Lake and Rough Ice 
forms of itself a very important branch of Mr. Kbogh's 
trade, and, as an ice merchant of some note in this City, 
he is called upon to maintain an enormous and con- 
tinuous supply. Of the large premises in Baggot Street, 
extending rearwards from that thoroughfare over an 
exceptionally long stretch of 200 yards, probably the 
most interesting feature is the careful arrangement to 
which the several departments are subjected, there 
being separate entrances to the fish stalls and to the 
vegetables, fruits, &c.

Among the learned, influential, and useful body of 
professional men known as veterinary surgeons, a 
premier rank — so far as Ireland is concerned — must be 
assigned to the gentleman whose name stands at the 
head of this review. The establishment over which 
Mr. McKenny presides has been in existence for a 
period of fully half-a-century, having been founded 
originally by Mr. Dawson, we believe, in 1840. The 
business subsequently passed into the hands of 
Mr. Barron, to whom Mr. Paley succeeded. Mr. 
James McKenny entered upon the proprietorship some 
ten years ago, since which time the business has been 
conducted in a manner and on a scale of magnitude 
that finds no rival within the length and breadth of the 
kingdom. The premises, which are models of elegance 
in structure, utility, and internal appointment, are of 
considerable extent, and are most centrally situated in 
one of the leading localities of the Irish metropolis. 
The Veterinary Infirmary, which has recently been 



enlarged and remodelled on the latest improved plans of 
ventilation and sanitation, is a marvel of perfect organi- 
sation, and reflects the highest credit upon the skill 
and enterprise of the popular proprietor. It contains 
accommodation for forty-six animals in large loose- 
boxes and stalls, which have been fitted up regardless 
of expense, also forming a characteristic feature of this 
important department. We note that opposite the 
horses' heads are glazed tiles, which are constantly kept 
in a state of supreme cleanliness, thereby insuring the 
most complete indemnity from contagious diseases to 
healthy animals entrusted to Mr. James McKenny for 
veterinary examination, or to be shod. Most of the 
boxes open into a large yard ; this direct supplv of pure 
air greatly tending to facilitate the recovery of animals 
suffering from disease, especially those suffering 
from pulmonary disorders. Mr. McKenny in no depart- 
ment of his active professional operations has 
evinced a keener spirit of true enterprise than in the 
construction of what we believe to be a unique feature 
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in Ireland, namely, a veterinary Turkish bath. This 
branch has been perfected in the highest degree, acts 
most effectively, and unquestionably confers valuable 
aid to animals either in ordinary health or in the treat- 
ment of disease and in convalescence from same. 
As an indication of what has been achieved in this 
department, we may intimate that the temperature of 
the hot room can, if necessary, be raised in a few 
minutes to 210 deg. Fahr. The bathroom is also sup- 
plied with hot and cold water and a drinking-trough, and 
the apartment is tiled in a similar manner to the human 
Turkish bath. This luxury of cleanliness is by many 
of the most eminent veterinary authorities deemed 
indispensable in the treatment of disease. The shoeing 
forge of the establishment is well deserving of special 
mention, being one of the most thoroughly equipped we 
have ever inspected. Here a large staff of skilled 
shoeing smiths is employed, who, at the Irish Artizans' 
Industrial Exhibition, held in Dublin in 1886, were 
awarded a Medal and First Prize for an exhibit 
of racing, hunting, harness and draught horse shoes ; 
and First Prize for a similar exhibit at the Bray 
Industrial Exhibition of 1891. These artizans have 
also secured, since the institution, by the Royal Dublin 
Society, in 1889, of an Annual Horse Shoeing Compe- 
tition, two First and four Second Prizes thereat. Every 
operative accessory is at hand that can ensure the highest 
results in workmanship, and afford the least amount of 
suffering and the maximum of comforj to, the members 
of the equine race which have the good fortune of 
being treated under the judicious supervision of Mr. 



McKenny. We would -ako desire to draw our readers' 
attention to the canine hospital which has been inaugu- 
rated at the establishment in question. The floor of 
the long room is cemented and divided into twelve 
compartments separated by iron sheets as an additional 
precautionary measure, each compartment being provided 
with a raised bench, chain and strap, water and feedibg- 
trough ; and, to ensure absolute cleanliness, the entire 
hospital is washed and subsequently sprinkled with 
deodorizing sawdust. This department has been in 
existence for several years, and so perfect are the 
arrangements that, during the hottest day of summer- 
even when every compartment is occupied — there is not 
the scintilla of a disagreeable odour. The less important 
departments of this great veterinary institution are, 
as regards perfect appointment, in thorough keeping 
with those already referred to. The saddle and harness 
room, the pharmacy, the surgery, and the riding and 
galloping ring are all that the most fastidious connoisseur 
could desire or suggest. Mr. McKenny has, by his 
persistent endeavours to raise the character of his 
humane profession and to increase the possibilities of 
usefulness therein, earned at the hands of the public a 
gratitude which finds its expression in a magnificent 
connection which embraces most of the iiiU of Irish 
society, besides a large number of the English nobility 
and others buying horses in Ireland, by whom his skilful 
judgment and soundness of opinion in the veterinary 
examination of horses is much valued and sought for, 
and which promises to develope to even higher and 
more voluminous proportions. 



E. M. GOGGIN, 
Bog Oak Ornament Manufacturer and Jeweller, 20a, Nassau Street, Dublin. 



The manufacture of ornaments from bog oak and 
other Irish natural products is an industry which offers 
unlimited scope for the exercise of artistic taste, and one 
which has been developed with ahiiost remarkable 
success in Dublin and throu«;hout the country. It is to 
such houses as that of Mr. E. M. Goggin that the best 
attainments in this branch of work may be fully accre- 
dited, and the establishment in Nassau Street presents 
the special interest of having been associated with the 
trade for more than half a century. The work for which 
the house was originally established, namely, the carving 
of bog-oak from its rough condition, has been supple- 
mented by such operations as the polishing and embel- 
lishing of Connemara marble and Wicklow spar, the 
ornaments from which have become everywhere popular. 
It is almost impossible to conceive at the present time a 
single article of ornament or nick-nack that cannot be 
fashioned from bog oak. Candlesticks, paper knives, 
penholders, walking sticks, and a host of useful items 
illustrate the extent to which this much-favoured and 
always improving branch of industry can be carried. 
Mr. Goggin's emporium, with its neat frontage to 
Nassau Street and its well-arranged interior, conveys 
many pleasant and interesting impressions of the attrac- 
tiveness of an industry and trade into which so much 
genuine art and expert handiwork have been introduced, 
and one of the most conspicuous evidences of ingenuity 



in bog-oak carving is a first-rate model of the Irish 
jaunting car and miniature copies of the famous ancient 
Crosses of Monasboice and of Clan Macnoise and KeUs 
of Tuam ; also miniature models of the old round 
towers, models of old-fashioned mirrors, and old ancient 
drinking cups; while, in the marble goods, bracelets and 
ornaments for the neck predominate. The special 
excellencies of everything produced by Mr. Goggin 
may be estimated from the fact that he transacts a large 
continental business, sending novelties to places where 
they may be expected to come into comparison with 
foreign manufactures, and where they are, however, 
much prized and much demanded. He also deals with 
the American and Australian markets and commands 
a trade the character of which necessitates constant and 
increasing supply. The workers are, for the most 
part, employed at their own homes, all being artizans 
of especial aptitude and skill, and selected for their 
intimate acquaintance with the technique of the difficult 
art represented by Mr. Goggin. The central position of 
the establishment in Nassau Street tends to render it a 
favourite resort for visitors to Dublin, and its old- 
established standing in the City's trade finds due en- 
dorsement in the busy custom of which it is the centre, 
and the undiminished popularity and favour it retains 
after fifty years of continuous and uninterrupted 
support.

of development that the most casu.-d visitor to the works 
at Great Brunswick Street cannot fail to comprehend. 
From the origin of the business, some seventy vears ago, 
under the auspices of Mr. William Browne, down to the 
present time the working resources have been greatly 
extended and amplified with a view to provide ior the 
great pressure imposed thereon by a trade which has 
extended far beyond the home limits. The plant in 
operation is one of the best that could possibly be 
devised, embracing, as it does, many novel and inge- 
nious appliances, and the whole work is accelerated 
under conditions of precise and judicious management 
that ref!ect creditably on Mr. Jessop Browne, who has 
been at the head of the undertaking since 1859. The 
powerful character of the .equipment enables the pro- 
prietor to accomplish a great amount of work with 
the aid of a staff of from eighty to one hundred 
employes. .M the same time a considerable part 
of the labour Js executed by hand, and the reviewer 
will be at all times favourably impressed with the 
prevalence of numerous labour-saving appliances 
and the means that are adopted to overtake with 
rapidity every branch of work and to secure the 
prompt execution of every contract. That the 
proprietor operates more for special orders than for 
preserving goods in stock is evident in the constant daily 
output from the works and the almost inconceivable 
smartness and tact with which the most urgent or 
elaborate contracts are completed and forwarded to 
patrons all over the United Kingdom. It would be 
impossible, within the concise space of a sketch such as 
the present, to enumerate even one tithe of the opera- 
tions Ufwn which the firm enter. Vehicle wheels of 
every kind come under the scope of the industry exem- 
plified at Mr. Brownk's works, and the range of 
waggons and other conveyances here awaiting treatment 
convey some idea of the versatility of a busy workshop 
where wheels of limitless sizes, extent, and variety are 
made and adapted to every condition of vehicular traffic.

Company under the above title in 1889, of which Mr. 
Harvey Ducros is the managing director. The premises 
at Westland Row comprise spacious showrooms, six in 
number, in which are exhibited splendid specimens of 
the leading makes in bicyles, tricycles, and safeties 
fitted with the new tyre. The chief advantages claimed 
for the Pneumatic in comparison with other tyres is the 
minimising at its source of the vibration — that fruitful 
cause of nervous exhaustion which is frequently more 



trouble to the rider than the actual labour of propelling 
the machine — by reducing friction at the direct point 
of contact, accelerating the speed, and ensuring the 
comfort of the cyclist.

Though the art of distillation is one of compara- 
tively modern origin, the exhilarating quality of alcohol 
was well known to the ancients. Wine was the libation 
to the gods and the inevitable accompaniment of re- 
ligious and domestic festivities. Even the Israelite was 
commanded to buy " strong drink " and rejoice before 
the Divinity Himself, while'the same strong drmk found 



palatable whiskies, though followed hard by the hatdy 
chiels of Glenlivet and Lochaber. Tot komiius fuf 
tttHtiitiiu ; so we turn from these considerations to say a 
word or two in respect of the largest, and one of the 
most famous, of Irish Distilleries — that of Messrs. 
George Roe & Co.. of Thomas Street, Dublin. 

The history of this colossal enterprise takes us hacA 




a place in the most solemn of the Mosaic rites. Our 
own rude Celtic tribes had their usquebaugh, the lineal 
antecedent of our whiskey^that dixir for which the 
Teutonic population of these kingdoms, as well as many 
foreign nations, is rapidly acquiring a most pronounced 
liking. Tastes differ, as doctors do, and on no be'ter 
grounds in respect of the merits of various distillations ; 
but it must be admitted, we think, that Ireland still 
leads the way in the matter of producing fine and 



to the year 1757, the year of Pitt's recall to office, ol J 
Rosebach, and of Plassey. Its existence has, therefore, \ 
been contemporary with that of modem England — with. 1 
that wonderful growth and expansion which has created I 
the Britannic Empire of to-day. At the date mentioned J 
the late Peter Roe acquired the Thomas Street Distillery. 1 
In i88g the Distillery was transformed to a Limited! 
Company by Mr. Henry Roe, the princely restorer of;'! 
of Christ Church Cathedral at the cost of a quarter of a^f 
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million ; and again, in '89, the proprietors amalgamated 
with the firms of Messrs. W. Jameson & Co., Marrowbone 
Lane Distillery, and the Dublin Whisky Distillery Co., 
Jones' Road, thus forming a powerful combination for 
trading purposes, and controlling an output of un- 
exampled proportions in the Distillery industry. Briefly 
descriptive sketches of these important establishments 
will lie found following this in the present work, and it 
will thus suffice for the purposes of this review to give 
an outline of the principal features of interest in Messrs. 
Roe's Distillery, In the case of such a celebrated Distil- 
lery a few details and figures may be interesting. The 
total area coveted by the aggregation of immense buil- 
dings is upwards of seventeen acres, and, as several of 



an endless grain-carrying belt, is itself quite a large 
concern, and contains seven pairs of i4rt. stones 
capable of crushing fifteen hundred barrels of malt per 
diem, and revolving at the rate of two revolutions per 
second. These are, as we said, but the outworks of the 
Distillery, and the three principal departments — the 
mash house, the backhouse, and the stillhouse — yet 
remain to be noticed. Before doing so we glance at the 
great kilns, with their pleasantly bright furnaces, which, 
their capacity altogether apart, are among the^best- 
constructed in the world, and play no secondary part in 
sustaining the special reputation of the distillations of 
the house. Following the grist or ground malt to the 
mash house by way of the grist stores {6,000 barrels^ 




these buildings rise to four storeys, something of the 
working capabilities of the Distillery may be imagined. 
In fact, the power of production equals a couple of 

ion gallons annually, affording employment to two 
hundred hands, and involving an immense capilal- 

The outworks of the concern first attract attention, 
and these consist of enormous grain stores, maltings, 
bonded stores, and workmen's departments, with a 
capacity of which figures can give no just idea. Thus 
the granaries can stow away something like a hundred 
thousand barrels of grain, and consist of four immense 
flats three hundred feet long, The maltings and steeps 
are commcrtsurate in size, while the bonded ware- 
houses on the premises alone hold twenty-three 
thousand casks. The mill, which is adjacent to the 
granaries and maltings, and communicates therewith by

we find ourselves in a steam-hlled but spacious hall 
right beneath the grist lofts, and make out the figures 
ofthree Brobdignagian mash tuns holding 60,000 gallons 
each, or thereabouts, round and round which the 
revolving beaters are driving the steaming contents. 
The air here is of the purest, and we begin to make the 
acquaintance of Irish whiskey in its undeveloped form. 
From these tuns the worts, or hot and sweet liquor, is 
drawn off", and cooled by seven sets of Morton's refriger- 
ators, the spent grain or "grains " being also removed 
and disposed of for feeding purposes. The liquor passes 
from the cooling apparatus into a capacious reservoir, 
and -thence to sixteen wash backs holding a million 
gallons. In these the fermenting process, or sacchariza- 
tion, is completed, and the crude alcohol developed. To 
separate this alcohol from the water with which it is 
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mingled is the business of tlie stillhouse, the process 
depending on the fact that alcohol evaporates freely at 
a lower temperature than water. The stillhouse is the 
largest in its distilling equipment of pot-stil!s in the 
world, and contains eight of these immense vessels, and 
a " charger " with a capacity of 40.000 gallons, Here 
everything, though on the largest scale, is admirable for 
brilhancy and arrangement. The spirit undergoes three 
distillations before passing into the spirit vats and 
racking room, and stands far above proof when it finally 
emerges from the safe. It is afterwards reduced, casked, 
weighed, and passed under the seal of Her Mjyesty's 
Excise. Were we capable of following its further 
history, into what strange lands and varied company 
would we be introduced ! 

Here the interest ol" our readers will no doubt 
begin to flag, and we shall hardly be able to revive their 
satiated curiosity by details of the engine and boiler 
houses, the cooperage, the pumping apparatus, the 
transit and gravitation arrangements, the ftutside bonded 
stores, stables, cart sheds, and smiths', engineers', fitters', 

joiners' shops ; and all the minor departments of an

The Distillery, built 
in comparatively recent times, has the advantage of 
every modern idea and improvement, and throughout 
the vast building everything has been done, that money 
and ingenuity could suggest, to secure perfection in every 
detail. Neither has artistic effect been overlooked, the 
whole block, with the stately chimney stack, which 
forms such a conspicuous landmark, presenting a 
pleasing appearance uncommon in structures of this 
size and description. The roofs of the Distillery are for 
the greater part flat, and form a system of reservoirs, one 
of which holds 100,000 gallons of water. By these 
means, all possibilitvof fire is removed: and the supports, 
too, of the various floors consist of hollow iron columns 
filled ivilh water, which serves to show the forethought 
that guided every detail of construction. The entire 
plant is of the most improved description, and we 
venture to affirm that the Jones' Road Distillery is one 
of the best equipped establishments of its kind in the 
empire. In front are the general and excise offices and 
board and sampling rooms, while to the rear, and fronting 



the Richmond Road entrance, are the cooperage works, 
stables, smithies, and carpenters' workshops. 

The trade controlled is necessarily a large one, the 
markets of the firm extending all over the world. The 
annual output amounts to the enormous aggregate of 
upwards of 600,000 gallons, whkh can, if necessary, be 
increased to Sno,ooo without adding to the present 
resources. The productions of the firm are too well

DROGHEDA("a bridge ") is one of the most interesting 
towns in Ireland, and lias been closely associated with 
the chief events in Irish history since the days of 
Henry II. Originally consisting of two towns divided 
by the River Boyne, Drogheda became a single muni- 
cipality in 1427. It was long one of the chief adminis- 
trative centres of the Pale, the meeting-place of the 
Irish Parliament, and a leading ecclesiastical centre. 
Richard II,, on the memorable occasion of his 
expedition to Ireland, received at Drogheda the sub- 
mission of the Ulster chieftains, a submission as illusory 
as that of his powerful Norman barons. Hut the most 
memorable event in the history of the town is the 
horrible massacre, not only of its garrison, but also of 
its inhabitants, by Oliver Cromwell's soldiery. The 
garrison, says a late historian, fought bravely, and 
repulsed the first attack, but a second drove Aston and 



his force back to the Hill-Mount. " Our men getting 
up to them," ran Cromwell's terrible dispatch. ■■ wem 
ordered by me to put them all to the sword ; 
indeed, being in the heat of action, I forbade them t 
spare any that were in arms in the town, and I thini 
that night they put to death about two thousand t 
A few fled to St. Peter's Church, ■' whereupon I ordered 
the steeple to be tired, when one of them was heard U 
say in the midst of the flames, ' God damn me, I buri^ 
I burn.' " In the church itself nearly one thousand n 
put to the sword. " I believe all their friars were knocked) 
on the head promiscuously but two." Of the remnat 
of the soldiers who were driven to yield at last througM 
hunger, "when they submitted, their officers wen 
knocked on the head, every tenth man of the soldier 
killed, and the rest shipped for Barbadoes.'' " 
persuaded," the dispatch ends characteristically, ' 
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this is a righteous judgment of God upon these 
barbarous wreTches, who have imbmed their hands in 
so much innocent blood, and that it will tend to prevent 
the effusion of blood in the future." Which was the 
more "barbarous," the butcher or the butchered, is no 
diHicult question. What a blow this fearful outrage 
was to the prospetily of Drogheda needs not be said. 
No event of any notable importance is marked in its 
annals for a hundred and forty year^, and then, close

OvE of the oldest houses engaged in tills branch of 
staple produce in Ireland is thut of Messrs. Malcolm 
Brown and Co., Patent and Old Still Distillers, Dnndalk. 
This old-established business was originally founded in 
ihe eighteenth century, a Mr. Gilligham being the first 
to use the site for distilling purposes, before which the 
ground was occupied, at different periods, as a tan yard 
and bleach ground. In 1800 the undertaking was 
acquired by Messrs. Malculm Brown and Co., and has 
remained in the possession of the representatives of the 
family down to this time; the present proprietors being 
Malcolm Brown Murray, Esq., and Henry Balfour 
Murray. The Distillery occupies an immense area of 



spirits per annum. Two of the largest houses are used* 
for malting and storing grain, which is mainly purchased 
from local growers, and these have a capacity for dealing 
with 15,000 barrels per annnm. The plant and 
machinery in use throughout the Distillery is of the most 
improved modern construction, steam power being 
universal in the works, and a force of about 300 hands 
is employed in the various operative departments. The 
productions of the house include the finest qualities of 
both patent stilt and malt whisky, which are matured in 
the warehouses until in condition lo place in the market, 
when they are consigned to ihe principal holders in 
Dublin, Belfast, London, and Liverpool.

"It was high 
enough," says Caesar Otway, regarding the Tower of 
Clonmacnois, "to take cognizance of the coming 
enemy, lei him come from what point he might: it 
commanded the ancient causeway that was laid down 
at considerable expense across the great hog on the 
Connaught side of the Shannon ; it looked up and down 
the river and commanded the tortuous and sweeping 
reaches of the stream, as it unfolded itself like an 
uncoiling serpent along the surrounding bogs and 
marshes ; it could hold communication with the holy 
places of Cionfert, and from ihe top of its pillared 
height send its beacon light towards the sacred isles and 
aOchorite retreats of Lough Ree ; it was large and 
roomy enough to contain all the officiating priests of 
Clonmacnois with their pyxes, vestments, and books; 
ai|d though the Pagan Dane or wild Munstennan might 
rush on in rapid inroad, yet the solitary watcher on the 
Tpwer was ready to give warning, and collect within 
llxe protecting pillar all holy men and things, imtil the 
tyfanny was overpast."

Before rushing down into Cork, we pause lo pay a 
visit lo Blarney Castle, so picturesquely situated among 
its trees and banks, and so famous for ils kissing stone. 
Some come on commercial errands to the tweed liiills 
close by ; but most to see the huge quadrangular tower 
and taste its "impudence-conferring" stone. Father 
Prout expressed the virtues of this stone and the 
essence of all btamty :

Under the patronage 
and guidance of the Ear! 
of Cfwk nearly three 
centuries ago, Cork lie- 
came the Manchester of 
Ireknd, where the manu- 
facture of woollens, linen, 
&c., was carried on with 
such reinarkahle success 

that, ere long, many hundreds of looms were in opera- 
tion. By and by English jealousy of such success 
wa» excited, ami these manufactures were placed 
under severe restrictions. No one could export wool- 
lens without an " export license," and such manu- 
factures, Iwsidcs l>eing subjected to a heavy duty, could 
l>c exported to no other country than England and 
Wales. Hut the lime came when attempts were made 
to encourage the inanulucturc of lioine-made Irish 
goods, and the woollen and cotton trades took a fresh 
lease of life and activity. 

Cork hccamc famous during the present century for 
its numerous and busy tanneries, employing hundreds 
of hands. The trade, however, was injuriously affected 
by the introduction of machinery, which brought with 
it the importation of machine-made boots. There are still 
jirosperous tanneries, however, and firms which do a 
(j'ood Imsiness in leather. 

The leading trades on which the commercial fame 
cf Cork rests arc — provisions ; liutter, bacon, &c. ; live

a-half pounds sterling, pass through the hands of its 
officers annually. The success of this trade is lai^ely 
owing to the system of inspection and classification of 
butlers in vogue, skilled officers examining and stamp* 
ing each package. The spacious Corn Exchange, front- 
inK Albert Quay, also bears testimony 10 the im- 
portant trade which Cork has in grain. Still greater is 
its fame for the business done in live stock. Before the 
days of steamers, the cattle were slaughtered before 
being exported, and, consequently, slaughtering houses 
were much too numerous for the comfort of the citizens. 
But, since the introduction of steam, most of the cattle 
have been shipped abroad alive. But even still there 
are important firms engaged in the bacon-curing and 
provision trades. For whisky, too, Cork has always 
haii an extensive notoriety. It has been nated, like- 
wise, as the seat of the manufacture of glass — cut glass 
and blown glass. The linen, woollen, and tweed business 
of Cork anil the district is amung the many sources of 
its prosperity and reputation. 

Perhaps Cork owes more for its growth and affluence 
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rto its surpassing harbour than to any other s

said to have established the bishopric of Cork 
the 7th century and the famous school of Cork, said 
to have been attended by 700 priests. The legend runs 
that he was buried in a silver casket in his own 
Cathedral. Several buildings of greater or less preten- 
have occupied the ground, one of thehi garrisoned 
and held by the English troops.

In connection with these last it is interesting to note 
that models are nearly always in construction here. 
When completed they are forwarded to the foundry, 
where casts are taken, and these are then sent to the 
shops, where the final process of finishing-off takes place. 

A 
combined turbine and dynamo, by Parsons, with two 
sets of accumulators, occupy a conspicuous site in the 
quadrangle, near the engine house. The lighting is 
divided into ten circuits, which are controlled from a 
handsome switch-board, provided with a convenient 




that many of the. latter are of the latest and best Ganz 
type. Gaining the niashing-loft, the floor of which is 
laid with iron plates, supported by ponderous girders of 
the same metal, we come to an interesting section of the 
building. Here are two covered mash tuns of immense 
size, and constructed solely of metal. They were made 
and erected by William Spence, of Dublin. We observe 
that the iron grist hoppers over each tan are connected 
with it by four down sliutes, stopped by sluices. By an 
ingenious arrangement, one man standing at a wheel is 
able to withdraw the four shiices simultaneously and

five wells or tanks are utilised in this manner, but it

Attached to it is a large reservoir, the contents of which 
are solely used for refrigerating purposes.

The premises at 23, 
J-rfjwer George's Street (Warren's Place), comprise 
spacious building shop, cabinet making and polishing 
departments, &c., fully equipped with the necessarj- 
plant and appliances for facilitating the operations of 
ihe trade, and conveniently adapted for the execution 
t^ orders for instruments of any magnitude. The limits 
of our space preclude us describing in detail the various 
processes of manufacture, which, though possessing many 
points of interest, are of too technical a character hj 
render intelligible without the aid of diagrams anil 
sketches, not readily available for this purpose, and we 
must therefore be content with briefly outlining Mr. 
Macauv's past successes in the completion of orders for 
these instruments. Amongst the testimonials received 
hy this gentleman we may give prominence to a notice 
in Tin Miisirul Staitdnrd for August, 1S78, in refer- 
ence to tile new organ built by Mr. Magahv for Rincur- 
ran Church, Kinsale, which, after a synopsis of the 
instrument, says : — " At the conclusion of the service 
Dr. Marks gave a recital, and exhibited the various 
•Mops and effects to great advantage, and the unanimous 
verdict of the large congregation who were charmed by 
its sweet sounds was that the organ possesses power, 
VuTtty, and great variety of tone, and is a credit to the 
milder and all concerned." Mr. Magahv was also 
comrttisstoned to erect the new organ for St. Mary, 
.KhaiwiOn Church, at a cost of /5S0, of which the Cork 
Examatr of January loth, 1SS3, speaks in the highest 
|teims,and the builder, in ad<lition, received the most 
eulogistic testimony from the eminent Organist, J. C. 
Urfcs, Mus. Doc. Oxon. ; Mr. Henry Daly, Organist 
sf S(. Nicholas Church, and other musical authf.rities 
(1 his skilful workmanship and the superior excellence 
JIiiB prodiiciions. At the time the first suggestion of 
aiding the Cork Industrial Exhibition was mooted, Mr. 
IagAIIV resolved to tender for the erection of the grand 
irgan, and was successful in obtaining the contract, 
producing an instrument which gained the most un- 
qualified praise from the leading musical experts who 
*ere privileged to perform on it, and gave the utmost 
gratification to the thousands of visitors who thronged 
the great hall throughout the season. The organ gained 
;the first Prize Medal of the Exhibition and received 
unanimous commendation from the leading journals, of 
which the following extract from Thf Daily Exhibitor 
of August glh, 1883, will indicate the general tone 
pf press opinion on the work. The Exhibitor says: — 
** Those most interested in the success of the Exhibition 
refer to the organ with just pride and satisfaction. . . 
. The utmost praise that can be given to this 
work of Mr. Thomas W. Magahv is to say that it fulfils 
every requirement of an organ ; ' and concludes : " It is 
ft matter of self-congratulation to the people of Cork 
that a work of such magnitude and worth should have 
jleen built within their gates." This well-earned lesli- 
inony will suffice to convince our readers of the superior 




e.xcrllence of the work completed by Mr. Magahv, to 
whose energy, skill, and sound practical knowledge 
must justly he attributed the distinguished position he 
has attained as a worthy representative of this time- 
honoured handicraft, 

The organ in St. Finnbarre's Cathedra!, Cork, hns 
been designed and built by Mr. Maoahv, utifeing the 
pipes and sound 
hoards of the organ 
which stood on the 
organ gallery of the 
Cathedral. The Select 
\'estry, beingdesirous 
of having an organ of 
greater power con- 
structed, and put in 
such a position in the 
north transept that 
would not interfere 
with the architecture 
of the building, placed 
ilie matter in his 
The north transept and 
portion of the aisle were excavated to a depth of 14 feet, 
by which means a chamber of about 30 hy ao feet was 
formed, and tn this chamber the entire action of the 
organ was placed. The console (containing keys and 
stops) is connected with the underground action, and is 
placed at the back of the choir stalls with reverse action 
running under the portion of the aisle which was 
excavated, leaving a clear passage leading to the ambu- 
latory, with the organist facing the choir. This 
arrangement created considerable difficulty in producing 
a high-class instriiment possessing both purity of tone 
and power, and entailed the lengthening of connections 
which are over fio feet from key boards: and, in order 
to compensate for this great distance, and to have the 
touch light, three pneumatic machines of the most modern 
construction are attached to the mechanism. The organ 
as constracted is most unique in design, and is the only 
one erected upwn the same principle in Ireland, and, it 
is believed, elsewhere. The organ contains the follow- 
ing : — Great Organ 14 stops. Swell 13, Choir 8, Pedal 8 
(all being speaking stops), 6 Couplers, and 2 Tremulants 
(one on Swell Organ and one on Choir Organ). The 
keys are of best elephant ivory and ebony, upper sets 
overhanging. The console is in panelled oak. the oak 
in keeping with choir stalls of Cathedral. The sliding 
music desk is in oak. The knobs are of best ivory in 
rosewood, and are coloured differently for each organ. 
The pedals are of Riga oak. Modern shape (concave 
with upper blocks radiating) College of Organists' scale. 
The supply of wind is much in excess of that required. 
One bellows contains 144 cubic feet of wind, supple- 
mented by another containing 60 cubic feet ; the tliird, 
or pneumatic bellows, supplies great reeds and the 
three pneumatic machines, and contains 60 cubic feet 
of wind. The heavy pressure on Great Organ reeds and 
pneumatic action is 6 inches, and the general pressure 
on Manual and Pedal Organ is 3* inches. Percussion 
action has been added to Trombone in order to make 
the lower notes speak promptly, and, for the sumo 
purpose, pneumatic action has been added to the 
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lowest 12 notes of Double Open Diapason Great Organ. 
The rollers and composition pedals are all of wrought 
iron, and the rollers measure together over 2,000 feet. 
There are 3 pedals on Great Organ, 2 on Swell Organ, 
and 2 on Pedal Organ. The touch is light elastic and 
very responsive. The organ is blown by three first- 
class hydraulic engines, and has in all respects met with 
the unqualified approval of the Cathedral authorities 



and of J. C. Marks, Esq.,Mus. Doc.,Oxon., the Organist. 
The execution of the above work extended Mr. Magahy's 
reputation as a builder capable of producing a design 
for positions of disadvantage and difficulty, and he has 
recently built and erected an organ in the Hall of the 
Church of Ireland Training College, Kildare Street, 
Dublin, in a position requiring great ingenuity to suit 
the only place available for it.

The remarkable development of that branch of 

national industry connected with dairy produce, and for 

which Cork has long been the leading centre of distri- 

l)ution in the country, has been to a great extent fostered 

and encouraged by the principal representative houses 

in the trade, by whom fresh channels of supply have 

been opened up in order to cope with the ever-increasinji^ 

demand of the home markets for this class of produce. 

In connection with this subject we invite the 

attention of our readers to this brief resume of the 

history of the leading pioneer firm of Messrs. C. cS: J.

This is to be attributed to the competition of 

Danish and Swedish butters, which, owing to the 

fostering care of the (lovernments of those countries, 

and the adoption by them of the creamery and factory 

systems, assumed, within a comparatively short time, 

the leading position in the ICn^dish market, which for 

so long a period previously Irish dairy ])ro(luce had 

occupied. 

Observing the current of a flairs, Messrs. ( )'Sui.i.ivan, 
with that characteristic foresight which has marked 
their commercial career, once that the peculiar restric- 
tions of the Cork Butter Market — which hampered 
energy and clogged enterprise — were removed, applied 
themselves to regaining that pre-eminence for Irish 
butter which, by the natural advantages of climate and 
soil, Irish-made butter ought rightly to hold. Noise- 
lessly they set to work, and by instructing their farmer 
friends in winter dairying, erecting elaborate machinery, 
and by adopting the most improved methods of manu- 
facture, the firm has been instrumental in again bringing 
the staple produce of the country to the forefront, and 
thereby adding very materially to that prosperity \vhich 
it is to be hoped has fairly set in in Ireland. 

To the credit of the British pubHc it must be said 
that within recent years their taste with regard to butter 
has become quite fastidious. In many districts of 
England a positive prejudice against ordinary salted 
Irish butter — the quality generally packed for shipment 
— grew so strong that the very name of Irish butter, no 
matter how superior, caused it to be looked upon as only 



a very second-rate article. This prejudice Messrs. 
O'SuLLivAN boldly faced, and, with that confidence 
which a full knowledge of their brand of "creameries" 
inspired, introduced them to old friends and new, with 
the result that many buyers have now ceased ordering 
foreign, and have confined their trade almost exclusively 
to Messrs. O'Sullivan. The aim of the firm is to cater 
for the million, and by their large turnover andsplendni 
business organisation they have reduced expenses to a 
minimimi, thus enal)ling them to sell at an almost 
infinitesimal profit, thereby establishing an economical 
system of operations that vies with the most perfect 
l)rinciples of co-operation. The vastness of their busi- 
ness may be gathered irom the fact that the value of 
their exports to October, 1S91, amounted to the enor- 
mous total of /,'7,oc)o,(xx), representing a volume of tra(ie 
truly colossal in its ])roportions and of incalculable 
benefit to the commerce* of Ireland. 

In the march of progress Messrs. O'Sullivan 
un<]uesti()nal)ly seem to be in the vanguard. They 
have recently, with the special permission of Samuel 
Plimsoll, Esq., M.l\, registered a ** Plimsoll *' brand, 
which is a guarantee of the finest purk butter for 
exportation and ship's uses packed in handsome enamelled 
tins which contain 4ll>s., jibs., i4lbs., and 28lbs. each. 
It was a happy thought to obtain the authority of the 
" Sailors' Friend " in connection with this brand of 
butter, for it cannot be doubted that, under the system 
of contracts which regulate the victualling of our navy 
and mercantile mririne, (juality has l)een sacrificed not 
mfrefjuently to lowness of price, very much to the 
detriment of the interest of all those who go down to the 
sea in ships. 

It is, indeed, a source of pleasure to us to l>e able 
to record the successful labours of the firm herein under 
review, the more so as the great industry in which they 
are engaged so deeply concerns the whole South of 
Ireland's staple produce; and, when we bear in mind 
the enormous sums annually sent out of the United 
Kingdom for foreign dairy produce, we confess to a 
feeling of surprise that the English people, whose 
generous disposition and national goodwill are proverbial, 
should place so large a share of their orders abroad for a 
commodity which Ireland could l>etter and more cheaply 
supply. We cannot too strongly maintain the propo- 
sition that the primary duty of Her Majesty's British 
subjects, whether in mercantile or Imperial matters, is 
to support and foster the best interests of those of our 
neighbours whose industrial, commercial, and social 
well-being are identical with our own.

' line of business engaged in at that time being the wine 
trade and the name of the firm Maziere and Sainthill. 
About the year 1824 the then senior partner, Mr. 
Maziere. died and the business was conducted by the 
surviving partner, Mr. Sainthill. About the same time 
the Parade part of the premises was occupied as a 
Family Grocery establishment by Messrs. Woodford 
and Company, who had succeeded Messrs. T. Morley 
and Co. Mr- John Woodford, ^the head of the firm. 



(l„- i.i,M;r, ,l,,y. |;.iv,..., ;l;- Itrm and Mr. Richard 
Sainthill, of whom we spuke f^irlier. the most cordial 
relations existed, and prior to Mr. SainthJII's death a 
wish was expressed by him that, if the wine business 
were not to be carried on by hre sole executor and 
namesake, he would prefer to have it transferred to 
his old friends and neighbours, Messrs. Woodford, 
Boi'KNK, & Co, Negotiations followed after Mr. R. 
Sainthill's death, which occurred in 1869, and resulted 
in the purchase by Messrs. Woodford, Bol'bne, & Co. 
of the entire stock. For five years the wine stores were 
continued in Faulkner's Lane, at the conclusion of 
which period the new stores in Nile Street were ready 
for occupation, and with the increased facilities has 
come a corresponding increase in trade. The wine

Dr. Samuel Johnson, the great English lexico- 
grapher, is said to have exclaimed, on seeing Edmund 
Burke drink a glass of French claret, ** Poor stuff, sir, 
poor stuff. Claret is the liquor for boys ; port for men ; 
but he who aspires to be a hero must drink brandy ! " 
There was evidently an incompleteness of experience on 
the part of the celebrated man and a want of acquain- 
tance with the potentialities of other distillations than 
the one he deemed proper to heroism. However, there 
are good grounds for believing that ere his death he 
enlarged the boundaries of his knowledge, for Boswell 
tells us that Johnson, when at Inverarie, called for a 
drink of Scotia's national beverage, exclaiming, **Come, 
let me know what it is that makes a Scotchman happy ! " 
The sequel is worthy of notice. The acrimonious and 
testy man of letters grew placid and full of bonhomie and' 
mildness ; he toasted the Scotch ladies and freely 
admitted that ** he got as good a room and bed as at an 
English inn ! " Now tlie virtues belonging to the dis- 
tilled dew of malt as it is produced among the hills and 
glens of ** Bonnie Scotland" certainly no less mani- 
festly pertain to the mild and potent liquors distilled 
within the coastline of verdant Erin. Let connoisseurs 
drink which they will, for both are good, and both are 
endowed, in an eminent degree, with the powers wliich, 
taken in moderation, raise the drooping spirit, stimulate 
the fogged and flagging energies of mind and body, and 
accentuate the desire for ** peace on earth to men of 
goodwill ! " But Irish whisky has been, in one respect, 
at least less fortunate than its North Hritish ally. It 
has never had a national poet to sing unreservedly its 
praises ! It has concjuered the prejudices of the 
Britisher, however, and is daily augmenting its con- 
(juests ; and we verily believe that Irish whisky is 
destined to contribute more to the breaking: down of 
racial prejudices and antipathies than all the political 
and platform oratory of the generation either in Eng- 
land, Ireland, or Scotland. There is a grievously 
mistaken notion abroad that Dublin, and Dublin alone, 
is the home of the best Irish whisky. We fear, more- 
over, that this heresy has been encouraged, in no small 
decree, by the brilliant pamphleteering of our greatest 
living journalistic writer, George Augustus Sala. At 
least one county in Ireland (Cork) owes him a grudge, 
for he has written what our orthodox friends might 
designate a ** tract " on the virtues of ** DubHn " whisky, 
utterly oblivious of the fact that, if the pure and benefi- 
cent **crathur" is anywhere obtainable in a state of 
maturity and immaculateness, it is at Cork, the centre 
of a great whisky-distilling district, whose products in 
this line are characterised by virtues that cannot be 
surpassed in the whisky trade of the world. The heresy 
then of which provincial Ireland has a right to complain 
is best answered by the assertion that Dublin is no 
more Ireland for whisky than Paris is France for 



clarets and other French wines, and this proposition has 
been abundantly sustained at all the great international 
exhibitions both at home and elsewhere. Perhaps the 
greatest firm in the world associated with the manu- 
facture of Irish whisky is that which operates under the 
trade-designation of The Cork Distilleries Company» 
Limited, and whose great distilleries and makings at 
Watercourse, Midleton, and North Mall are among the 
most representative industrial institutions to be met 
with in the South of Ireland. Inverting the order in 
which we have named the three establishments of the 
Company, we first ask the reader of these reviews to 
accompany us on a tour of inspection and inquiry 
through the magnificent distillery owned by the Com- 
pany at North Mall. This famous establishment, which 
stands on the banks of the River Lee, occupies the site 
of the famous old Dominican Friary known as the 
Abbey of St. Mary of the Island. Some idea of the 
great magnitude of the North Mall Distillery may be 
formed from the fact tliat it possesses a frontage of 684 
feet and a proportionate depth. The building was 
erected, in 1779, by the father and uncle of Mr. Francis 
Wise, the last proprietor, a gentleman whose demise 
caused several splendid estates in Counties Cork and 
Kerry, as well as the vast sum of three millions sterling, 
to pass into other hands. Entering the great gates of 
the Distillery, the first object of interest which attracts 
our attention is the immense barley stores, which 
extend the entire length of the building and have an 
estimated capacity which admits of 30,000 barrels of 
barley being conveniently housed therein. The several 
floors of this stone structure are thoroughly equipped 
with all the most improved appliances, including a 
l)atent barley-cleaning machine of superior type. 
Crossing these floors, we arrive at four spacious drying 
kilns, of lofty and handsome elevation, whose perforated 
floors enable the effective drying of the golden grain 
that is shortly destined to yield up its subtile essence in 
the mash-tun. The thoroughly dried grain is conducted, 
as required, by powerful elevators to the grinding de- 
partment, where prodigious millstones reduce and 
pulverise the malt and fit it for its next stage of treat- 
ment, viz., mashing. The mill building is a five-storey 
structure, reached by passing under an archway. The 
mill is built on arches, which span the stream, the 
principal arch enclosing a water-wheel, 25 feet in 
diameter, capable of driving six pairs of stones and 
other machinery of equally ponderous type. The upper 
portions of the mill are devoted to the storage of meal, 
while the grist is conveyed to the grist-room in the main 
building. Descending by a conveniently-placed stair- 
case, the south gable of the brewing department is 
reached. Here we find two megatherean mash- 
tuns, each having a diameter measurement of 30 feet 
and 8 feet of depth, and each fitted with an eminently 
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ingenious system of machinery which travels round the 
seething crater-like mass, mashing most completely the 
contents of the great tuns. From this vessel the liquid 
is eventually discharged, by the opening of a number of 
taps in the bottom of the mash-tun, into the '* under 
back," another vessel of similarly vast proportions. 
After a course of treatment in the ** refrigerator," the 
liquor is passed on to the fermenting department, where 
are nine huge fermenting vats, each capable of holding 
from thirty thousand to forty-five thousand gallons. 
From these vats the wasli descends by a process of 
gravitation to the ** wash charger," a fine circular 
vessel of wood, which, being built over the stream, forms 
a prominent object of interest on the opposite side of 
the river. The "intermediate charger" is located in 
the still house, a lofty and capacious building having a 
paved ilo(jr and a generally well-lighted and thoroughly 
e<|uipi>ed interior. Here we hnd three old pot stills, 
the only ones on the i)rennses, the largest havmg a 
capacity of 32,000 gallons and the remaining two holding 
twenty and sixteen thousands respectively. We are 
here in the innnediate proximity of the receivers, 
chargers, vessels, pumps, and other appliances that we 
have not space to enumerate, so we pass without delay 
to the distillery proper. 

Passing on our route, three very capacious metal 
'* worm " tubs, around which the condensing worm coils, 
and a cooling house containing four of Moreton's Patent 
Refrigerators are noted. We may mention the fact that 
the sjiirit is subjected to two distinct distillations, at the 
completion of which it passes through the ** safe " into 
the whisky *' receiver," a vessel holding 8,000 gallons. 
From the receiver it is passed to the spirit store, where? 
are three vats each of 7,000 gallons capacity. Here 
the spirit is reduced to a uniform standard of twenty- 
live overproof : it is then casked, weighed, and 
committed to the excise authorities in charge of the 
bonded warehouse. The Company's warehouses com- 
prise no fewer than eleven separate buildings, each 
devoted to the maturing of the spirits, and it is estimated 
that the stocks held here never fall short of 7,000 
puncheons, while in a neighbouring three-storey building 
are held fully 3,000 butts of Irish whisky of varying 
ages, none issuing from the establishment that has not 
exceeded a minimum of five years. The maltings are 
entered from the main road and consist of four spacious 
malting floors. In the engine house are two engines by 
Kowan of Belfast, each of the most improved type, and 
working to 40 and 60 nominal horse-power respectively. 
There are also six Galloway type eight-feet-diameter 
boilers 30 feet long ; also eight sets of three-throw pumps. 
The handsome chinmey stack, built by the Company at a 
cost of ^'5,000, has an elevation of 160 feet, and into it 
are diverted all the Hues of the distillery. The utmost 
precautions have been taken to obviate loss in the event 
of fire, hydraulic pipes and hose being arranged in such 
positions as to command every portion of the premises 
as well as the entire water supply of the distillery. 
Space will not admit of more detailed notes respecting 
the working resources of the North Mall Distillery, or 
interesting facts regarding the carpenters', engineers', 
and cooperage workshops might have been advanced ; 
suffice it to say that in these, as in the primary depart- 
ments of the Company's enterprise, the organization is 



perfect, the cleanliness most noticeable, and the quality 
of production unsurpassed. The offices at Morrison's 
Island are magnificent in every detail. There is, besides 
the private offices of managing directors and general 
counting-house, a fine board room used for meetings of 
the gentlemen responsible for the success of the 
undertaking. Beneath the offices and in a range of 
buildings at rear are extensive bottling stores, where 
brisk operations are continually carried on. 

In the North Mall Distillery no fewer than 250 
hands are employed, the management being vested in 
Mr. Maurice Murray and his son, Mr. Daly Murray, 
two gentlemen whose names are too prominently known 
in every part of the world in connection with the Irish 
whisky manufacture to need any eulogium at our 
hands. 

The Watercourse Distillery is now utilized as a 
malting and stores, and so calls for but slight comment. 
It covers an area of 300 square yds. by 300 in depth and 
contains 3 grain stores with a stock of 40,000 barrels of 
barley, 450 barrels being here kiln-dried daily. There 
is also a steam-grinding mill and stores of five storeys 
and seven bonded warehouses, where an average stock 
of 6,000 casks of whisky is generally held. Of the 
Green and John Street Distilleries we need not speak, 
although they are both of great extent and obvious 
utility. 

The Midleton Distillery is situate some thirteen 
miles from Cork, and about a century ago was occupied 
as a woollen mill. The Government subsequently 
purchased the structure and converted it into a barracks. 
In 1825 Lord Midleton, into whose hands the property 
had come, sold the premises to Messrs. Murphy & Co., 
who conunenced whisky distilling and brought the 
annual output up to 400,ck)o gallons in a very short 
time. The Midleton Distillery is admirably situated 
and within immediate access of both water conveyance 
and railway. It is unnecessary to enter into a minute 
description of the vast works; suffice it to say they are 
somewhat similarly arranged to the North Mall estab- 
lishment of the Company and are ecjuipped with every 
appliance that modern science could suggest, or art 
' supply, to economise the production of Irish whisky. 
Fully 200 persons find employment, and the annual 
output now reaches a total of one million gallons. 
Here, as at North Mall, the various operations of 
manufacture are conducted with that care and judgment 
which proceed only from long practical experience and 
an intimate knowledge of the most minute business 
details. The whisky is made solely from pure malt and 
possesses that pleasant and agreeable flavour which has 
rendered the Company so universally celebrated. The 
business connections of the concern extend over the 
whole of the British Empire, and, in addition, a very 
large and ever-increasing export trade is effected. From 
every point of view we feel justified in according to the 
Cork Distilleries Company, Limited, the same dis- 
tinct pre-eminence that jurors of award at many of our 
greatest exhibitions have accorded to the concern, a 
pre-eminence based primarily upon excellence of manu- 
facture ; secondly, upon magnitude of operations ; and 
thirdly, upon the genuine wholesomeness, purity, and 
maturity of every gallon they supply to patrons at home 
and abroad.

We have been 
led to make these 
remarks after a visit of 
inspection to the

will be found a special 
production of fine malt whisky that from every \:duable 
point of view compares most favourably with the pro- 
ductions of the monster houses in the vicinity ot the 
Liflfey. The Glen Distillery has historical annals 
of considerable interest. For fully a century the 
premises were occupied as a corn mill. Its sur- 
roundings are of the most picturesque character, and 
its quaint though cleanly appearance gives to the 
buildings quite, a romantic appearance. In 1882 an 
essay was made here to establish the operations of

In selecting for the purposes of this work the salient 
features of the leading commercial institutions of the 
City, we have no difficulty in indicating the establish- 
ment of the Queen's Old. Castle Co. as possessing 
claims of historical individuality of an exceptional 
character and an eminence in the records of the busi- 
ness enterprise of the South of Ireland, in every sense 
meriting the attentive consideration of our readers.

The planting of mountains, 
l)0g, and waste land with trees of sound and vigorous 
growth has been cxperiuKnited upon with the most satis- 
factory results, and tlu^re can be no question as to the 
great gain to the country which would inevitably accrue 
were ever such a scheme of universal tree cultivation to 
be adopted. The subject has been put forward in a 
practical and suggestive form by specialists in forestry, 
and it may not be too ambitious to presume that the 
Friars Walk Nurseries will no doubt be called upon to 
contribute to the great scheme of national afforestation, 
should it ever be finally resolved upon. 

As at present the resources of the Friars Walk 
Nurseries seem equal to the most pressing exigencies of 
the industry they represent (and we know of no place in 
this country, or indeed anywhere throughout the kingdom, 
where there exist more beautiful examples of shrub and 
floral magnificence than in the series of elegant nurseries 
which form the subject of this brief sketch), we should 
here add that, besides the newest and choicest florists* 
flowers, Mr. Saunders possesses at all times a splendid 
collection of bridal and ball bouquets, sprays, wreaths, 
crosses, and chaste designs for mortuary flowers. The 
transmission of flowers by rail and parcel post and all 
other operations of the nurseryman's trade are carried 
on with due regard for the interests of an influential and 
widespread connection, and a splendid intermediary of 
communication between the- proprietor and his patrons> 
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as weU as a useful guide to all gardeners, is the descrip- 
tive catalogue issued periodically, and representing one 
of the most attractive compilations of the kind. Of the 
industry itself it need only be said that it has not been 
so good in the South of Ireland for some years, but we 
understand it was very successful and profitable prior to 
eight years ago ; and, taking the prospectsas they stand, 
there is every hope of an early resumption of that grali' 
fying condition of things. Few nurserymen possess a 
broader or a more intimate knowledge of the industry 
than Mr. Saunders.

With characteristic energy 
and enterprise Messrs. Lunham Bros, rapidly extended 
and developed the proportions of their business, the 
high standard quality maintained in their productions 
securing for their brands of bacon and hams a world- 
wide reputation for sustained superiority; and the excel- 
lence of all their productions firmly established them in 
the prominent position they so deservedly occupy in the 
leading markets at home and abroad. In order to 
accommodate the enormous increase which has marked 
the operations of the several departments of the business, 
Messrs. Lunham Bros, have recently erected a splendid 
block of new buildings from the designs of the well- 
known Cork architect, Mr. Robert Walker, M.S. A. 
These cover a total area of an acre and a half in extent, 
the premises being constructed with special reference to 
the requirements of the trade, and for completeness of 
e<iuipment are unsurpassed in the kingdom. They are 
conveniently arranged for facilitating the various pro- 
cesses of killing and curing bacon and the manufacture 
of their famous sausages and lard. The factory is fully 
equipped with modern plant and appliances of the 
newest type, steam power being extensively utilized as 
motive force and for other purposes. The process by 



which the pigs are killed is a very rapid one, the rate of 
kiUing being from 150 to 180 pigs per hour, and they 
are scalded and singed with equal celerity. After 
undergoing the latter operation, they are carried along 
by overhead travelling rails to the hanging lofts, and 
are there transferred to the cooling rooms, where they 
are reduced to a temperature of 35 to 40 degrees Fahr. 
When this process is accomplished they are sent down 
through a shoot to the curing beds. This department 
has been specially fitted with cooling apparatus of an 
improved design, including ammonia machines and 
circulating brine pipes, constructed for the firm by 
Messrs. Pontifex & Wood, of Shoe Lane, London, and 
which have proved very effective. Some indication of 
the magnitude of Messrs. Lunham Bros.' business may 
be formed from the fact that their stock of bacon in 
these cellars frecjuently amounts to the enormous number 
of 7,000 to 10,000 pigs!! — the working capacity of the 
factory enabling them to deal with 5,000 hogs per week. 
The lard and sausage-making departments are arranged 
on a similar scale of efficiency, and a large number of 
hands is employed throughout the factory. An extensive 
and important home and export trade is done by the 
firm, and which extends to the principal buyers in the 
leading produce markets. The perfection of cure is at 
once apparent when we state that it is the favourite, and 
we might say the only one brand that can withstand the 
climatic influences of the East. As an evidence of the 
strides made, we would draw attention to the killings. 
In 1878 the number of pigs slaughtered was under 
30,000; in 1888 the number reached 127,000!! The 
efforts in the Cork establishment were ably followed up 
by those in charge of the London agency, who were 
successful enough to place the brand in such a position 
on that market that it is deemed by many premiery and 
by all second to none.

the molten metal being conveyed by the crane to the 
mould, and, by a powerful screw motion, canted in with 
perfect smoothness and an entire absence of danger. 
This operation was witnessed by the Mayor of Cork and 
several members of the Home Manufacture Association 
on the occasion of their special visit in February, 1889. 
The Company's undertakings cover a very extensive 
range of work, and almost all the phases of scientific 
iron founding are creditably exemplified. No circum- 
stance could more strongly accentuate the superiority 
of their productions than the high repute these have 
earned in all industrial centres where iron founding of 
the best class is indispensable and in constant requisition.

Notwithstanding the undeniable fact that compe- 
tition is constantly on the increase, and that nearly 
every field of mercantile operation is crowded with busy 
workers seeking to turn its manifold resources to the 
best possible account, without any solicitous regard for 
the interests of their co-labourers in similar spheres of 
activity, the present age is one which abounds in oppor- 
tunities for the business man whose energy and enter- 
prise are equal to the exigencies of the times. The 
warehouse may have been opened only yesterday, but 
it will not fall short of substantial support, provided it 
offers good value to the discriminating buyer. But to 
our somewhat conservative minds it occurs that the 
highest desideratum in the commercial arena is the old- 
established and honourably associated house that has, 
while maintaining its old-fashioned integrity, not lost 
sight of the fact that, in commerce, ** progress " is the 
order of the day, and that by activity and enterprise 
only will the ancient establishment survive as the fittest.

The proprietors have been 
in business for more than a 'quarter of a century and 
during that time have erected many of the finest build- 
ings of which Cork can boast. In a large concern close 
by, formerly the largest tannery in the City, is the 
timber yard, stone-cutter's workshops, smithy, stables, 
&c. Here also may be seen immense piles of timlwr of 
all kinds in process of drying. 

About the year 187Q the " Cork Improved Dwellings' 
Company" was formed for the purpose of providing 
suitable dwellings for the working classes, and this firm 
was selected to build the first Int of aoo houses now 
known as tlie Hibernian and Rathmore Buildings, 
which cost about /"24,o"o. The splendid pile of build- 
ings on the Wellington Hoad known as St. Patrick's 
Hospital for Incurables, founded by the late 
Dr. Murphy, as well as the beautiful corridor 
connecting this building with St. Vincent's 
Orphanage, is the work of this firm. The Good 
Shepherd's Convent, Magdalen Asylum, and 
Industrial Schoals, so prominently situate at 
Sunday's Well, were built by this firm, 
from the designs of G. C. Ashlin, Esq., 
of Dublin, for the late Most Rev. Dr. 
Delany, Bishop of Cork. These buildings 
are an ornament to the City and a credit 
to the builders. Messrs. O'Fi.vnn were also 
contractors for extensive additions to the 
Cork District Lunatic Asyhun costing about ^'22,000. 
On completion, by a resolution of the Board of Gover- 
nors their thanks were conveyed to the builders for 
the excellent manner in which the work was executed. 



The new Presbytery at the Roman Catholic Cathedral,, 
as also opening up the space in front and enclosii^ 
the Church grounds l>y handsome piers, gales, and 
railings, besides the new Baptistry recently erected, 

another work of this firm. From the Church 
grounds, as indeed from almost any part of 
the City, and especially as you enter it by 
the G. S. and W. R. Railway, can be seen 
the new Diocesan College at Farran Ferrifc. 
This remarkably fine building, which is tho- 
roughly complete in every respect, was buih 
from the designs, and under the superinten- 
dence, of S. F. Hynes, Esq., F.R.I.B.A 
a cost of about /"i 7,000, and was the crown- 
ing work of the late beloved Bishop of the 
Diocese. The same builders and architect 
erected the handsome and commodious 
CJuistian Brothers' College, St. Patrick'* 
Place, and the western front to St. Vincent's 
Church, Sunday's Well. Some of the most, 
recent works of this firm are new malt 
houses, ice-machine house, and barrel-wash- 
ing sheds for Messrs. J. J. Murphy and Ca, 
brewers. At Montenotte may be seen the 
Home for the Aged, imder the care of the 
Little Sisters of the Poor. This magnificent threfr' 
storey building, as well as the handsome Chapel,, 
laundry, and farmyards, was built for the Sisters at »' 
cost of :f 20,000. 

Messrs. O'Flvnn have a large amount nf work OO. 
hand at present, amongst which are an addition tQ 
stores and new barley kiln for Lady's Well Brewery ; 
rebuilding the offices and stores at Merchant's Quay 
for Messrs. A. Guinness and Co., of Dublin ; additions 
lo North Presentation Convent; three fine dweltiiw 
houses at Western Road : Turkish Baths, South Ma^ 
for the Cork Turkish Baths Co., Ltd. ; additions to St 
Raphael's Asylum for the Blind, Montcnotle; and have 
just been declared contractors for the new memorial' 
" Gibbings' Ward," North Infirmary, for /"i2,5oo.

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Although of recent inception, the export trade of the 
firm has largely develop)cd of late, and their name in the 
foreign market for high-class Irish whisky is perhaps 
unsurpassed by any Irish whisky shipping house. Much 
might be said respecting the firm's other departments of 
business, but our space is exhausted. Suffice it to say 
that their home trade for Teas, which for many years 
they have made a special study, is one of the largest in

Pkohably in no single* department of Cork's indus-

whiskies in all the popular blends, and other spirits of 
the most approved qualities. The mineral water manu- 
factory forms a comparatively recent addition to the 
operations of the firm, who have laid down modern and 
improved plant and machinery for bottling by corks or 
patent stoppers, nioti\-e power being provided by an 
" Otto ■' gas engine of the most approved pattern. The 
water used in the manufactory is, as we have intimated 
above, supplied by the Franciscan Well, and, in the 
terms of the report of the eminent analysts. Sir Charles 
A. Cameron, Professor Tichbourne, and W, B. Harring- 
ton, F.C.S., is specially adapted from "its quality and 
excellence for the production of high-class mineral 
waters." These include soda water, pure carbonated 
water, soda (lemon flavoured), fruit lemonade, sparkling 
ginger ale, superior ginger beer, kali or potass water, 
seltzer water, super -carbonated Lithia water, Carrara 
water, and champagne cider. An old-established and 
substantial trade connection has been secured by 
Messrs. Abbott in each department of the business, 
their ctUiill-U including the leading resident families tn 
Coijt and its en\'irons and the principal hotel, restaurant, 
and innkeepers in the South of Ireland. The services 
of an adequate and efficient stafl of clerks and work- 
people are employed in the business under the personal 
direction of the principals, whose extended connection 
with the trade and thoroughly sound and praclical 
judgment ensure the perfection of order and system in 
every detail of the management.

phenomenal and wonderful. W^here would our mai 
be without the instruments which are now always n 
to his hand ? Even with those most essential articli 
the compass, chronometer, the log, sextant, and cii 
or octant of reflection, without which no experiez 
skipper would set to sea — ^the improveiiiente hmve I 
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vast, and the accuracy required in the adjustment as 
well as manufacture is such that the most trivial defect 
might result in a miscalculation of distance of some 
miles, and bring about the wreck of the vessel. The 
safety of all on board is placed on the reliability of these 
articles. This may be well illustrated by giving a short 
description of wliat is meant by *• taking an observa- 
tion " at sea. Furnished with a sextant and octant of 
double reflection our skipper goes on deck. Having 
examined the adjustment, he proceeds to bring down 
the i'mage of the sun reflected by the mirror until the 
lower limb just sweeps the horizon. This he continues to 
follow, and measures its ascent until it ceases to rise. The 
moment it begins to fall and the lower limb dips in the 
horizon he knows the sun has passed the meridian. 
The altitude marked by the index being read off and 
corrected, the quadrant is next brought into service, the 
sun's zenith distance is discovered, and by calculation 
the vessel's exact position is fixed. Thus, by a daily 
and accurate knowledge of his latitude, a desideratum of 
comparatively easy attainment to the modern mariner, 
he is enabled to stear clear of those dangers which 
would otherwise b'ing about his destruction. Mr. Hunt, 
the present sole proprietor of this business, also makes 



a speciality of spectacles and other aids to vision, his 
practical ability rendering him remarkably successful 
in catering for the public in this respect. Even in this 
connection very little is known outside the trade of the 
care and ability required in the manufacture and 
grinding of the various lenses and the manufacture of 
frames.

Being 
necessary to supply pure salt for butter-curing, the 
proprietor appends analysis made m 1880. The 
brickworks are situated at Douglas and cover a total 
area of ten acres, providing every accommodation for 
the operations of the business, the extensive clay pits 
supplying the best quality of material for the purposes 
of the trade, and Improved modern plant and machinery

In the manufacture of salt butter it is necessary that 
pure salt only should be used, and we append an 
analysis made by the Cork City Analyst (C. O'Keeffe, 
Esq., F.C.S.) : —

Butter- Salt. — This sample contains only 0.3 per cent, 
of moisture, and yielded when dried : chlorine, 60.632 ; 
sodium, 38.873 ; — 99.505 pure salt. Sulphuric acid 
(anhydride), .257; lime, .196; magnesium, .012; 
peroxide of iron, .030 ; potassium, a trace ; — .495 other 
matters." 

This salt thus contains over 99^ per cent, of chloride 
of sodium, otherwise common salt, the foreign matter 
being inappreciable.

The above Nurseries at Cork, covering an expanse 
of sixty acres and extending to the shores of the Lough, 
from which they derive their title, have long maintained 
a place of undisputed precedence and celebrity among 
the leading centres of fruit and floral production in 
Ireland. As the medium of an industry which, it is 
believed, will sooner or later contribute in no small 
measure to the prosperity of the country, the Lough 
Nurseries have been raised to a standanl of almost 
perfect equipment and development ; and the whole 
particulars of their origin, intermediate growth, and 
present flourishing condition present sufficient data of 
themselves to form the basis of any review of gardening 
activity in the South of Ireland. 

It was in the year 1776 that the late Mr. Richard 
Hartland (grandfather of the present proprietor), with 
Arthur Young, first came to Ireland with the view of 
commencing the industry of which these now famous 
Nurseries are the centre. He enjoyed the favour of 
George IH., and got appointed over *' The White 
Knight's " estate of 100,000 acres, and then began 
those operations of forest and glen planting which 
have done so much to enhance the natural beauties 
of Ireland, to increase its timber resources, to provide 
covers for birds, and to open up the branch of 
work which it has been at all times the aim of the 
Hartland family to promote and extend. The present 
Mr. Hartland joined his father at the Lough Nur- 
series. It was here that he acquired those impres- 
sions and aspirations which have rendered garden- 
ing life to him an especial source of pleasure, and 
under his venerable tutor and relative he may be said to 
have gained many valuable lessons, which he has since 
successfully applied in the various departments of the 
industry for which he evinced so early a predilection. 
As a proof of his well-known talent as a nurseryman and 
specialist, we need only say that his opinions are not 
only sought after, but are regarded as authoritative in 
all matters relating to flower and fruit culture. 

To attempt to describe, within the limits of the 
present sketch, so extensive a range of Nurseries as 
those under the above name would, we fear, be an 
almost Procrustean task, while even the most detailed 
survey of their resources could not possibly convey any 
accurate idea of the vast range of forestry and fruit and 
flower luxuriance here illustrated. Of the extent of 
forest trees here developed an impression may be con- 
veyed by the simple fact that in one kind alone, namely, 
larch fir, Mr. HartlancJ maintains a stock of 5,000,000. 
Here and there, at various parts of the grounds, are 
glasshouses, in which many of the rarest flowers and 
plants are being nurtured, while acres of roses, begonias, 
p>elargonia, camelias and azaleas, chrysanthemums, 
stove and greenhouse plants, and coniferas everywhere 
luxuriate. The proprietor's own dwelling-house is 
encircled by flowers and derives a feature of pleasing 
picturesqueness from such bright surroundings. Directly 
in front of the house is the far-famed Weeping Beech, 
whose pendant branches cover 300 feet, and which is 
believed to be the finest beech known to exist. It 
commands the admiration of travellers and tourists from 
all parts of the world, and probably the next feature of 



attractiveness is the grove of no fewer than thirty golden 
variegated Wellingtonians twenty-five feet high. Visitors 
to the Lough Nurseries in the month of May are 
favoured by fine displays of pelargonia, while the tea 
and hybrid roses brought out in July are a great treat to 
all lovers of flowers ; and in the months of August and 
September, when the begonias are in full bloom and the 
fruit in a condition of ripeness, the whole aspect of the 
gardens is one of exceptional brilliancy. In the autumn 
one glasshouse is entirely devoted to the display of pears 
and plums, the latter growing on each side and the 
former growing all up the side and hanging in tempting 
clusters overhead. In scarcely any department of fruit 
growing has Mr. Hartland attained more pronounced 
success than in the growing of plums, and for fruit 
growing generally he has been the recipient of many 
prizes, medals, and diplomas. At a recent Plum Exhi- 
bition in Edinburgh, of the 1,000 dishes put forward 
from the Three Kingdoms eighteen varieties from the 
Lough Nurseries were awarded ** Extra Merit." The 
Royal Horticultural Society in Dublin awarded a 
special Silver Medal for a hundred dishes of home-grown 
apples, pears, and plums; and the fact thus brought 
prominently before the public that Ireland could produce 
fruit of a very superior quality came as a revelation to 
pomologists hitherto unconscious of the prolific character 
of this country's soil and its unrivalled natural advan- 
tages for the development of all kinds of fruits. Among 
Irish horticulturists no subject is of greater interest at 
the present time than the extension of its resources of 
fruit and fruit-tree culture, and one has only to glance 
at the impressive range of productions with which the 
Lough Nurseries are favoured in order to find a sub- 
stantial emphasis of the fact (not so widely known as it 
should be) that Ireland possesses the finest climate in 
the world for the purpose. At one time in Irish history 
the South of Ireland was celebrated for its orchards, 
and, as a natural sequence, for the excellency of its cider, 
which obtained an extensive sale abroad. With this 
fact in view, it is impossible that anyone can fail to 
recognise the country's special adaptability for fruit 
cultivation and the great possibilities that lie in the near 
future for a state-aided scheme of national fruit culture. 
A sum of about eight milHons is, we believe, annually 
expended on imported apples and fruits, and from this 
it is evident that, by a successful system of home culti- 
vation, Irish growers would receive a considerable share 
of this vast yearly output, and at the same time would 
be promoting the prosperity of an industry largely 
calculated to ameliorate the present impoverished char- 
acter of this and other branches of Irish work. Of such 
a scheme Mr. Hartland, with characteristic foresight, 
has been long a strenuous advocate; and, thoroughly 
convinced of the facilities for its speedy realisation, has 
adopted every means to establish a sound fruit-growing 
industry among small landowners and tenants. No 
matter how indefinite the scheme may appear at present, 
there is every reason for prognosticating so far as to say 
that it must soon obtain the full consideration and 
attention it deserves; and that, upon the occurrence of 
such an event, there is no doubt the operations of the 
Lough Nurseries will be brought into requisition. 
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From the earliest time the Nurseries have com- 
manded a lavour by no means confined to the neigh- 
bourhood in which they are located, and the oldest and 
most extensive woods in Ireland have had their supplies 
from this centre. Important contracts for planting:

This machine turns out fifty in one hour, which is about 
five times more than any other in existence. The 
numerous machine.s are driven by an eight-horse engine. 
The wheel department is certainly very interest- 
ing, and the contrivances employed here are exceedingly 
ingenicus, and wonderful to those who have never seen 
such machines at work. The forge is certainly a very 
fine one, in which we have seen as many as twenty men 
employed. The body-makers work upstairs, and there 
are boring and planing machines to facilitate their work. 
The painting is all done on the top storey. The 
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uninitiated will be a little surprised to learn that each 
carriage will take a month, and not less than one coat a 
day during that time, to complete the painting alone. 
Everywhere men of the very highest skill are at work, 
and, in all, between sixty and seventy hands are con- 
stantly employed. 

What with the skilled machines, the splendidly 
fitted workshops, and his own experience and business 
capacity, it is no wonder that Mr. Johnson is able to 
hold his own against any and all competitors.

There are many items that well 
merit the admiration of cyclists in such standard types 
of machines as spring-frame Whippets and Quadrants, 
Humbers, Rudge's Invincibles, and Hadley's, all of 
which are remarkable for ease of running, strength, 
lightness, and finish; and there is also shown the latest 
development of the ** Safety" in the form of the pneu- 
matic or air-tyre machine, which promises to revolu- 



tionise cycling in the coming decade, and always holds 
growing favour in this country, to which it owes its 
invention. The cycling world may be said to be largely 
indebted to the Irishman from whom the idea of a 
cyclist ** riding upon air" first emanated. A writer in 
the Fortnightly Review says : — '* It has increased the pace 
of road cycles from half a mile to three miles an hour 
according to the nature of the surface, while doubling 
the comfort of the rider." The tyre consists of a rubber 
tube surrounded by canvas casing, and with a graduated 
rubber covering to take the wear. It is inflated through 
a specially constructed valve by means of a small hand 
bag, which fits in the tool bag. Thus the cyclist is 
riding on compressed air, insulated from all the shocks 
and jars of the road, and by the resiliency and life in 
the tyre his speed is increased enormously.

Brothers, of Blarney, a firm whose influence has been 
a thousand limes more beneficial to the district in 
particular, and the kingdom at large, than the entire 
accumulation of romance and beauty with which the 
name of the locahty is associated.

The Blarney tweeds are unsurpassed 
by the choicest productions of the Western Highlands 
of Scotland, and they find equal acceptance in the 
leading markets of the world, including London, Paris,

A peculiar feature of the Blarney Mills is the 
compute character of its manufacturing operations. In 
the great woollen districts of Yorkshire it is almost, if 
not quite, impossible to find a finn that manufactures 
the cloth, through all its varied stages, from the raw 
wool as imported to 
the finished tweed as 
sold to the tailor and 
merchant. But that 
is just what Messrs. 
Martin Mahonvand 
Brothers most suc- 
cessfully accomplish. 
The wool is received 
from the home and 
colonial markets, 
three large machines 
are employed in 
washing it, two large 
steam-heated 
machines dry it, 
twelve sets of carding 
machines comb it, 
twenty-six "mules" 
— that is to say. 
nine thousand 
spi n d les— convert 
the wool into yam, 
nineteen twisting 

frames I wist the 
various colours of yarn, and two hundred looms weave 
the variegated threads or yarn into the elegant fabrics 
which subsequently gtace the window of the fashionable 
sartorial establishments in New Bond Street (London) or 
Broadway (New York*. The weaving shed alone covers 
half an acre, a small portion, however, of the entire 
space occupied by the firm. In continuation of the 
weaving shed is a large wing known as the " Aberdeen 
Shed," it having been opened when Lord and Lady 
Aberdeen paid the factory a \-isit during the Vice- 
Royalty of the former. Here the picking and darning 
is done. Here also the tweeds are dried in a machine 
capable of holding 250 yards of cloth at a time, and are 
put through the four finishing machines and pressed by 
hydraulic machinery. 

Had space permitted, it would have been interesting 
to offer a more detailed account of the processes of 
dyeing, cleaning, and other essential operations; it must 
suffice, however, to slate that every section of the 
factory is equipped with a view to the most perfect 
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results, and the vast organisation moves on in a metho- 
dical style that even clockwork cannot excel. The firm 
employs about 750 hands (male and female), and about 
;f 20,000 per annum is disbursed by the Messrs. Mahony 
AND Brothers in wages alone. 

The factory is surrounded by the neat homes of the 
workers, and, for the comfort and convenience of the 
latter, a dining-hall, a reading-room, and a school have 
been provided by the generous bounty and consideration 
of the firm. The workers, too, have established a 
co-operative stores in their midst, the very successful 
operations of which abundantly demonstrate the intelli- 
gence and administrative capacity of the Irish working 
man. Of the splendid warehouse and offices, situate at 
No. 3, Camden Quay, Cork, little need be said; they are 
in every respect thoroughly adapted to the requirements 
of the business, and themselves constitute an important 
and valuable addition to the commerce and industry of 
Cork City. The showrooms are noble, their space excep- 
tional, and their arrangement remarkable for complete- 
ness even in such headquarters of order, system, and 
organization. The stock is large and comprehensive 
and embraces the best examples of the firm's manufac- 



ture. The foregoing enumeration, brief as it obviously 
and necessarily is, and quite inadequate as a resume of 
one of the largest manufactories in this portion of the 
British Empire, may nevertheless convey some slight 
indication of the magnitude and thoroughly representa- 
tive character of the operations of the firm, whose market 
extends over the entire face of the civilized world. The 
directorate of this private limited firm at the present 
time is composed of Nicholas Mahony, Esq., Timothy 
Mahony, Esq., and Edmund Ronayne Mahony, Esq. 
In public and private life, and both as manufacturers 
and Irish citizens, these gentlemen have earned by their 
deeds the respect of their fellow-countrymen. 

The status of the house of Messrs. Martin Mahoxy 
AND Brothers offers Ireland's most striking illustration 
of the good fruit borne by native enterprise and business 
capacity that can and ought to fiourish as well in Erin's 
mercantile system as in the systems of neighbouring 
nations ; and the substantial success achieved by the 
firm is creditable alike to the honourable spirit governing 
its operations and to the great arm of the national 
commerce in which it is unquestionably a most potent 
and influential factor.

The 
yards are fully stocked with large quantities (>f Irish 
and Welsh slates, laths, nails, cements, plaster of Paris, 
flags ferrumite, chimney tops, wind guards, vases and 
pedestals, flowerpots, pipes* (drain and agricultural) ; 
Cork, Youghal, and Bridgwater bricks ; lime, Blarney 
sand, lead, and all kinds of building materials. The 
brick works, situated at Douglas, are of large propor- 
tions and luUy equipped with the necessary plant and 
machinery for producing a sound quality of building 
bricks, &c. Mr. Carroll's limestone quarries at 



Canigniore are the largest in Ireland, covering a total 
area of 120 acres and producing annually an enormous 
output of this material — most of the principal buildings 
in the South of Ireland being constructed of this mate- 
rial, notably St. Finbar's Cathedral, Cork, as shewn in 
our illustration. The salt and lime works in the Wind- 
mill Road are conveniently arranged for these opera- 
tions, the leading production being dairy salt, for which 
the house has long been noted, and with which Mr. 
Carroll has been successful in securing no fewer than 
fifteen Gold, Silver, and Bronze Prize Medals at the 
principal agricultural shows at Dublin, Cork, and other 
parts of the country. Also six Agricultural Society's 
Medals for salt. A large and steadily increasing volume 
of trade is controlled by Mr. Carroll, who employs a 
considerable number of hands in the several depart- 
ments of the business, the whole arrangements of which 
are conducted under his personal supervision with 
marked ability and success.

recjuisites, soap, perfumery, &c., &c. A special feature 
of the business is the shirtmaking department, for which 
accommodation is provided in extensive workrooms 
adjoining, in which are employed several workpeople, 
cutters, &c. The shirts made at this establishment 
have long been held in popular favour for their marked 
superiority of comfortable fit, wear, and high-class 
material and workmanship, and are in well-deserved 
demand by the leading gentry in the South of Ireland.

From time immemorial — in fact, ever since baking 
became a trade — bakers in all countries have produced 
different qualities of bread. The Romans we find had six 
or seven different varieties from the coarse bread {pains 
ater) to the whitest (pains candidus). In England in the 
thirteenth century there were three qualities regulated 
by law. Nowadays, however, of ordinary breads bakers 
may be said to produce two varieties — best wheatcn and 
household. There are many ways of making bread ; the 
house at present under notice, however, happens to be 
one of those which still follows ih^old method. This, as 
compared with that at present practised, consists chiefly 
in the practice of the (|uarter-sponge with a ferment of 
potatoes in the process of fermentation. This is the 
process adopted by Mr. David Mulcahy, of 64, North 
Main Street, Cork, and we imagine he is the only 
tradesman in the City who follows this practice. Many 
good bakers of the present day regret that the old 
system is dying out, for a better article in every way 
was never produced than that now in ordinary use. This 
may be easily gathered from the fact that inferior flour 
was not capable of being manipulated by the older 
method, which was displaced chiefly because of the 
greater expense of carrying it out — the longer time 
necessary in working, the extra skill and care involved, 



and also because stronger, and consequently dearer, 
flours were of necessity employed. That Mr. Mulcahy 
finds his method pays ample proof is furnished by the 
exceptionally good trade done both over the counter 
and by van delivery to all parts of the City. 

The business was established some twenty years 
ago by the present proprietor, and the premises occu- 
pied are very neat and compact. To the rear of the 
shop we find the bakery, the general equipment and 
arrangement and the cleanliness and order everywhere 
noticeable affording ample and sufficient reason for the 
name by which the house is known in the district, viz., 
the ** Model Bakery." Plain bread only is baked, no 
fancy goods of any description emanating from the 
house. For that which he does produce, however, Mr. 
Mulcahy has obtained a wide reputation, the general 
opinion of his numerous clientele being that the best 
bread in Cork can only be purchased at this estab- 
lishment. An elderly gentleman of quiet and 
unassuming manner, Mr. Mulcahy is nevertheless a 
shrewd business man. And although he inclines to 
old-fashioned ways generally, his thorough manner of 
dealing with the smallest details is in a measure to be 
preferred to the rush and hurry which, as a rule, form 
the chief characteristics of present-day tradesmen.

Toilet requisites and toilet 
soaps are represented in abundance, and in patent 
medicines and proprietary articles the collection repre- 
sents every item of genuine worth that has had the 
endorsement of medical testimony or universal public 
acceptance As a general warehouse for oils, colours, 
glass, brushes, lead, and household sundries, the estab- 
lishment of Mr. Waters takes a high place among the 
business institutions of Cork. Its ramifications have 
long extended beyond the City and suburbs, and the 
name of the house is well known all over the South of 



Ireland. It is principally represented by Mr. R. W.

In selecting for the purposes of this work the 
leading representative houses in the City of Cork, we 
single out for special mention the two important com- 
mercial undertakings carried on under the two above- 
mentioned titles, although practically conducted under 
the one administration of which Mr. John O'Brien is the 

presiding chief. The business was established fourteen 
years ago, and, so far as the retail departments are 
concerned, is carried on in commodious and centrally 
situated premises — 58, Patrick Street. This warehouse 
comprises a substantial building of two flats, the 
ground floor being utilized for the sales department.

TiiK "Virgin City" of WaterforJ, so long and 
iminiatcly associated with llic history of Ireland, is 
invested with an interest most sediieiny to t!ie imagina- 
tion. Its fuundatiun lakes us hiick to the middle of the 
second century of otir era, though of its earliest aspect, 
life, manners, and importance it is now impossible to 
speak. Whatever the vicissitudes of the earlier 
centuries of its history may have been, its aspect was 
completely changed in the year S53 by the arrival of the 
Danes, who soon metamorphosed it into one of the most 
important strongholds in the South of Ireland, and laid 
the fuimdation of its modern importance as a trading 
port. From Sitric, the Danish monarch who first 
turned it into a stronghold, there is a break of over a 
century in the authentic history of the City; but under 
the ye;ir 81^3 the annals recniil tlie death of Patrick, 
son of Im.ir, King of Waterford ; and during the period 
of the Danish domination of Ireland the kingly title 
enjoyed by the Danish Lords of Walerford apiwars 
again and again till we come to Reginald, who acceded 
to it in 1003 and built the tower called by his name- 
supposed to be the most ancient structure of the kind 
still standing in Ireland. The conversion of the Danes 



of Walerford to Christianity occurred in loyCi, and their 
hrst bishop, Malchus, a monk of llie Benedictine order, 
promoted ihe election of the Cathedral of the Holy 
Trinity, which remained a centre of religion and 
learning for some seven centuiies. A rude change 
again took place in the condition of affairs by the 
arrival of the Normans, who, landing in small force 
near Walerford under Raymond Le Gros, routed the 
Danish forces of the City and those of their allies, the 
Princes of Decies and Idrone. The immediate arrival 
of Strongbow himself upon the scene, with 200 knights 
and i.aoo footmen, decided the fate of the fortress, 
which was taken by main force after a most heroic 
resistance. The story of the arrival of the traitor 
Derniod McMurrough, and the alliance formed with 
the invaders, and sealed by the nuptials of Strongbow 
»nd his daughter Eva, belong to Irish history, and 
need only be referred to here; and the fact noted, in' 
addition, that Henry II. himself reached Waterford in 
1 173 with a fleet of no fewer than 240 vessels, and the 
long-drawn drama of the conquest of Ireland fairly 
begun. Hcneeforlh the Danish names so long associated 
with the history uf the City fade away, and those of the 
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Dc Bohun's, De Lacy's.and Le Poer'sstand prominent. 
For a time Waterford was the chief port of the Normans 
and the seat of government. Religious houses soon 
sprang up on all hands, but the slender control of the 
English suzerain over his bold barons, and their 
struggles among themselves, must have sadly marred 
the influence of the religious. Richard II. came to 
Waterford with a powerful army in 1394, and half a 
century later John Talbot, Earl of Shrewsbury, was 
created Earl of Waterford, and acquired a grant of the 
City. During the progress of Lambert Simnel's 



repulsed|from the walls *in 1649. Here, too, on the day 
after the Battle of the Boyne, took ship for France the 
unheroic James II., and the long oppression of the 
Irish began, affecting the fortunes of the City not 
a little. Here we drop the thread of the City's history 
and turn to its present aspect. 

Waterford, whose population is 29,181, stands 
on the southern bank of the River Suir near its 
junction with the common aiibauchiirc of the Barrow 
and the Nore, the estuary, known as Waterford 
Harbour, being one of the finest in the world. The

'attempted to personate the murdered Duke of York, the 

loyalty of the citizens was rewarded by the concession 

the motto. " Urhs intacta manet Waterford."

given, one of the richest in architological interest. The 
churches offer many excellent instances of striking 
architecture: Christ Church, built partly of the stones 
of the old Cathedral of Malchus, containing many vene- 
rable monuments. The Palace is gone, but portions of 
the Dominican Monastery, founded in 1226, still remain, 
as well as the delida of the houses of the Knights of St. 
John at Kilbarry and Killure, and the entrance of the 
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Church of St, Thomas, whose erection is ascribed Co 
Henry II, The educational facilities of the City 
have partaken of the general modem improvement, 
and stand at the highest level of efficiency, and the 
charitable ani phiIanthro;iic institutions are admirably 
managed, The civic institutions of Waterford are 
more than equal to al! ihe wants of the limes, and are 



old-time travellers who have left on record thetf 
impressions ot the City, as it existed one, two, or. 
three centuries ago, could hardly have anticipated the' 
progress of a commerce that ramifies to the furthermi 
ends of the British Isles.

We designate at the head of this too brief business 
re\iew a liouse of the very highest eminence in connec- 
tion with that department of Irish industrial activity 
wliich concerns itself with the conversion of the genus 
pig into the somewhat daintier commercial factors — 
prime hams and bacon. This wo rid -renowned house 
was founded more than half a century ago by Mr. Joseph 
Strangman Richardson, whose initial business enterprise 
was conducted in Mary Street, Waterford. Twenty- 
five years ago Mr. Richardson, realizing the immense 
development of his business, secured by purchase ten 
acres of land in Morgan Strecl, whore he at onco 
proceeded to erect what are now known as the (Queen's 
Bacon Stores.

which occurred on the 3rd 
May, 1870, he was succeeded 
in the proprietorship by his 
brother, Mr. Jonathan 
Joseph Richardson, who 

successfully carried on the vast business up to the period 
of his demise in 1876, since which year the Queen's Bacon 
Stores have been conducted by his Executor. Space 
forbids our entering minutely into a detailed description 
either of the vast premises or the processes involved in 
the conversion of dead meat into hams and bacon ; 
suffice it to say that throughout the vast establishment 
the equipment of plant, machinery, and appUances is 
fully abreast of the most modern ideas regarding bacon 
manufacture.

Wines are 
the great speciality, though, of course, whiskies and 
brandies, liqueurs and mineral waters, are well repre- 
sented. The ports, sherries, clarets, burgundies, 
madeiras, etc., are imported in the wood and bottled

On the west 
it commands the sea and has had a good share of the 
shipping trade, for which it has excellent harbourage 
and docks. On the landward side it commands ihe west 
and centre of Ireland both by rail and by the navigation 
of the canal to Loch Derg, Athlone, and the Grand 
Canal.

A VERY considerable share of the importance 
attaching to the historic City of Limerick at the pre- 
sent 'day is directly attributable to the pre-eminent 
position she occupies in connection with the bacon and 
ham-curing industries, which constitute, as exemplified 
by Limerick's leading establishments, perhaps the most 
successful departments of commercial enterprise to be 
met with in the South of Ireland. The house of 
Messrs. W. J. Shaw and Sons, from its long and honour- 
able standing and the enormous magnitude of its opera- 
tions, especially demands the attention of the historian 
of Hibernia's modern industries, and it is with sincere 
pleasure that we record in these reviews the impressions 
that a recent visit to the Garryowen Factory enabled us 
to form. This great house, which, we believe, might justly 
claim to be the second largest bacon curing establishment 
in Europe, was founded in the year 1831 by the late 
William John Shaw, Esq., the descendant of an ancient 
County Down family. From its earliest inception to 
the present hour the progress and development of the 
business have been little less than phenomenal, and in 
the firm's establishment to-day we find every facility 
afforded for the slaughter and subsequent curing of 
no fewer than one hunded and fifty thousand pigs per 
annum. The great factory of the firm has a frontage 
on Mulgrave Street of 250 feet, and the building covers 
the space between that thoroughfare and Roxborough 
Road, a distance of 400 feet. The factory is in prox- 
imity to the railway, from whence there exists direct 
communication by means of a siding. There, as well 
as throughout the Limerick and VVaterford railway 
system, may be seen the specially constructed railway 
waggons, all which waggons are legibly marked with 
the name of the firm. These waggons were made at 
the well-known Stableford Works, and Messrs. W. J. 
Shaw & Sons' business is the only firm in the kingdom 
in this trade that can lay claim to these advantages. 
The tloorage space readily admits of the manipulation 
of three thousand porkers per week, an enormous 
number, the significance of which it is difficult to realise 
all at once. The killing proceeds at an enormous rate ; 
science and skill combined have in this branch, as 
throughout the factory, worked wonders." As an ex- 
ample, in ordinary times this work commences at 6 a.m. 
and lasts until 9 a.m., b\ which time some 400 to 500 
animals are dailv operated on — an average of over two 
per miiuite. For the pur|X)ses of slaughter the pigs 
selected are ranged in a numl>er of pens, and are dri\ en 
thence one by inie along a narrow jKissage, which lor- 
minates at the placr i»f execution. Pirectlv the aninuil 
approaches the s-pol it is seized, passed head downwards 
along a stout iron bar, anil immediately receives its 
couf iie ^fiiii before it has, probably, lealised the fad k( 
its suspension in mid-air. The IhhIv is swung along the 
iron bar, and shouKl the carcase 1h* ivserved Um the 
Envrlish market in which case it is technically known 
as a '' BvUon**- it is transfmed to the singeing houM , 
wliere, after alnnit fifteen seconds of ex) o^ule to a 
strong heat, the hair is reailily lenuniHi, The anim.d 
is then subjecteil to a thorough •* douching," which 
renders the skin perfectly clean and ugiceable* The 
removal of the interior organs awslitutes the next 

•*ss, and this operation isperfonneil with ft ra»ulily» 
horoughness, only passible after long nml con^ 



stant practice. In the case of what are called ** Ber* 
wicks " — a smaller pig which forms the staple supply 
for. Irish consumption — the preliminary treatment of 
the dead carcase is somewhat different. ** Berwicks " 
are not singed, but immediately conveyed after slaughter 
to an immense tank of boiling water, which loosens the 
hair and renders easy its removal by scraping. The 
body is next decapitated and the carcases conveyed to 
the refrigerating chambers to be cooled by an improved 
process, the invention of Mr. A. W. Shaw, and of which 
he, in conjunction with a Liverpool gentleman, is the sole 
patentee. This system has been proved by experience 
to be the most perfect in existence, and Messrs. Shaws' 
establishment is the only one in the world where it is in 
operation. The refrigerating chambers are vast stone- 
paved vaults, and here, in the semi-obscurity, are hang- 
ing what can only be described as legions of carcases. 
And when we pause to think that this volume of food is 
constantly being translated to other departments, we 
wonder where the millions on million^ of porkers repre- 
sented can all go to. Our attention is directed to a 
wainscoting, and we notice at our feet a perfectly appre- 
ciable stream of cold air rushing in and mingling with 
the warmer atmosphere in and amongst the cooling 
carcases, and warm air, m ascending, attracts to itself 
all impurities, and next comes in contact with a number 
of pipes containing brine at a low temperature. Here 
the air becomes cooled again, and re-descends to repeat 
the process, and the impurities already alluded to are 
attracted by, and attach themselves to, the piping, form- 
ing there a visible filmy deposit. We see here how the 
scientific mind can utilise a simple but invaluable 
natural law, producing a refrigerated chamber with a 
perfect circulation of air, which performs a work 
hitherto and elsewhere still less well done by compli- 
cated and expensive processes- 

We now proceed to inspect the department where 
are situate the refrigerators that keep the brine at the 
required temperature, for, be it noted, not an ounce of 
ice is used in the establishment beyond what may be 
required for packing purposes, and that ice is made on 
the premises. From here we pass into a lofty chamber, 
where we see two enormous cylinders by the celebrated 
firm of Pontifex & Wood, of Merton, in Surrey, and 
Shoe Lane, London. These refrigerators, named "The 
Zetland." in honour of His Excellency the Earl of 
Zetland, who visited the premises some time since, 
are the largest of their tj'pe in the world — perfect 
triumphs of mechanical and engineering skill They are 
filled with hydrated ammonia, from which the water is 
subsequently extracted, and, the pure ammonia occu- 
pying the same space as when hydrated. intense cold is 
gfuoraled. This comes in contact with the brine pipes, 
which iHMform the wonderful work previously described. 
In an adjoining building are other two refrigerators, 
named appropriately '* Horeas" and *' Avalanche,'* the 
makeis of which are Messrs. Sideley and Co., of Liver- 
|XH>1, so thai any lemjx^rani* stoppage of one installation 
Wv>uld in no wise interfere with the regular conduct of 
the various processes. In the engine room we find a 
l^jur of double-act ic^n horizontal engines of 80 h.p. by 
the celcbrateii Limerick timn H. Lee and Sons; and 
when w^ mention that in machinery alone there is re- 
pivsenttxi a value of /lo^ooo, some idea may be formed 
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of what space compels us to lightly glance at. The 
carcases being thoroughly cooled — a fact which their 
firmness renders apparent even to the most inexperi- 
enced — are conveyed to the pickling rooms, where, in 
company with thousands of others, the portions are 
** cured " on the most scientific principles. Into these 
** chambers of death " no daylight penetrates, and here 
science comes to the aid of the large body of workmen 
who operate in this department. Electric lighting is 
resorted to as a cooler medium of illumination, and the 
introduction of this force for the purpose has been most 
satisfactory. The portions intended for the Saxon 
palate are packed in canvas after having been branded, 
and are dispatched in their ** green " state. English 
buyers prefer to receive the goods in the undried condi- 
tion, as it can more easily be dried and smoked to suit 
the requirements of the English market. The more 
fastidious Irish palate prefers the choicer middles of the 
dainty ** Berwick," and to cater to this important class 
of buyers Messrs. W. J. Shaw and Sons make a speci- 
ality of their renowned brand of ** Mild-cured Breakfast 
Bacon." In the curing of hams the most skilful 
efforts of the operators are necessarily put forth. The 
hams having lain in salt for a considerable time are 
taken out and passed through the hands of workmen 
who cut, pare, and shape them. We have it on high 
authority that a workman can make a very indifferent, 
unpromising looking ham into a most shapely, seductive 
joint ; or, should he he unskilful, it may leave his hands 
more unsaleable than before. The razor-like knives are 
used with lightning rapidity and a neatness almost 
artistic in its finish. The hams are taken from the ice 
houses to kiln-hke chambers, some thirty feet high, 
crossed and re-crossed at intervals from within a short 
distance from the floor to the ceiling with iron spiked 
racks. The green hams, cured with salt and appro- 
priate spices, are suspended on these spikes, and the 
chamber heated from beneath. The combustibles fill 
the chamber with a dense smoke, which imparts the 
delicate brown colour so grateful to the eye of the 
epicurean connoisseur. When this operation is com- 
pleted the goods are practically ready for the market. 
The heads are conveyed to pickling tanks, whence they 
ultimately issue to provision merchants throughout the 
kingdom. What is termed the ** offal " (surely a 
misnomer, by the way, when its feeding qualities are 
considered) is now largely utilised by the firm in the 
manufacture of such dainties as sausages ; while such 
items as kidneys, liver, heart, feet, and cuttings find a 
ready market in the English metropolis and the large 
provincial towns. The lard produced is the pure fat of 
the animal. The lard refinery is a newly erected struc- 
ture, from whence rails are laid down which run to the 
railway siding. A remarkable feature of the entire 
establishment is its cleanliness and freedom from 
objectionable sights. The blood, for example, as it 
leaves the carcase, flows into specially constructed 
vehicles, and is at once carted to a distance from the 
factory, thus avoiding anything objectionable to the 
sight as well as any noxious effluvia. Most of the 
immense supply of water necessary to cleanliness is 
obtained from seven springs in the vicinity of the fac- 
tory. Here is a once disused quarry, which forms part 
of Messrs. W. J. Shaw and Sons' property. Looking 
south We perceive the county prison, built from stone 



drawn from this quarry. The seven springs provide a 
plentiful and abundant supply of water. The supply 
forms a miniature lake, while an additional supply has 
recently been obtained, with the permission of the Cor- 
poration, from the firm's cooperage works, situate some 
300 yards distant. Some years since, at the time when 
additional water was wanted, Mr. Shaw, in order to 
confirm the scepticism of a scientific mind, engaged 
the services of a so-called water finder — who was held 
in high repute in Wiltshire and adjoining counties — 
who, by means of a divining wand, claimed the power 
of discovering the spot where water would be found. 
On this occasion all he discovered was a magnificent 
bed of trap rock, the most unlikely place possible for 
finding water. The boring extended to a depth of 
400ft., and was carried out at a cost of ;^8oo, in return 
for which a magnificent disc pf adamantine trap, some 
8 inches in diameter, serves as a sole relic of the water 
finder's divining powers. Wheresoever we direct the 
enquiring eye throughout this mammoth establish- 
ment we find the evidences of marvellously perfect 
equipment and admirable administration. From the 
magnificent suite of offices down to the ice-cold vaults 
and outhouses we see the electric light installed. On 
the upper floor is a miniature railway running from 
various parts of the building to an opening, beneath 
which is the railway siding. There are lifts to every 
floor, while telephonic communication to an exception- 
ally complete extent has been established. The 
Limerick factory of the firm is under the management 
of A. W. Shaw, Esq., J. P., while his elder brother, 
James Thompson Shaw, Esq., controls the London 
office, situate at 39, King William Street, E.G. The 
Cork branch of the business is carried on under the 
supervision of Charles H. Gubbins, Esq. (brother-in- 
law of the former gentlemen), while branch offices of 
the firm are located in every important town of the 
United Kingdom. 

We cannot refrain, ere concluding, from acknow- 
ledging the courtesy extended to us during our visit by 
the gentleman who acts as secretary to Mr. Shaw, and 
who is well known as the author of a pamphlet on 
Technical Education— va difficult subject to tackle, but 
one which such symbols as A.B., LL.B., and T.C.D. 
surely justify him in undertaking. Of Mr. A. W. Shaw 
we need only remark, for the information of non-resi- 
dents in the South of Ireland, that he is Vice-president 
of the Chamber of Commerce, a consistent Liberal in 
politics, occupies the Presidency of the Protestant 
Home Rule Association, and is eminent as a writer and 
a debater on all topics or social problems that affect the 
well-being of the country. He also takes the warmest 
and most active interest both in sport and athletics. 
As a breeder of pigs he has no equal in the kingdom, 
and his literary contributions on the subject of improve- 
ment in the breed of native stock have elicited the 
warmest admiration of the most competent judges. 
We can only add to an already more than usually 
extended review that Messrs. W. J. Shaw and Sons' 
magnificently organised and ably administered indus- 
trial concern exemplifies the marvellous progress an(i 
development of Irish industrial operations when 
directed by men able to bring to bear upon their efforts 
enterprise, capital, experience, judgment, and thorough 
honesty of business purpose.

Limerick, one of the great food centres of the 
UnileU Kingdom, with its proportionately great indus- 
trial population, its cosmopolitan trading connection, 
and its undeniable right to l>e ranked among the 
premier manufactnring cities of Ireland, ctn Ihmsi of 
fcw industrial enterprises more conducive to human 
well-being thon is exemplified in the great and ever- 
growing concern indicated at the head of this sketch. 
The circumstance of a Condensed Milk Factory being 
established within the limits of the United Kingdom is 
one upon which the Empire has g«ml grounds for self- 
congratulation. \Vc have been far too ready in the 
past, out of the superabundance of our national wealth, 
to patronise industries while oblivious of t)tc demands 
of unemployed labour at home, as well as negligent of 
the possible productions of many of our national sources 
of supply. Not. indeed, ihai in the particular circle of 
indusirv under notice there has b<*n no attempt made 
previous to that of the CosnsNSKD Milk CoMrASiv or 
lRei.AND. LiMiTBi*. liut no successful attempt. Three 
limes by different Companies the manufacture of c"o- 
densed milk was atiempteil at Mallow, but witlwHtt 
permanent success, while at vaiious times within the 
last quarter of a century several En|tli;ih Companies 
have succumbed to the diflltcuitics iahmot m a business 



of this special nature. These difficulties, apart from 
the large capital necessary to launch and work such an 
enterprise on an adequate scale, centre in the practical 
part of the business — the vast organisation required for 
its exploitation, and the special science, knowledge, and 
experience required in producing an article that will keep 
good for years, under all conditions, ■□ every part of the 
worid. That the Con'dessed Milk Co«panv of Irb- 
L*Nn. LiiiirED, .and its branches have been the pioneers 
in the path of success may escuse us for entering into 
some details of the origin and progress of a Company of 
such national significance, which for the past ten years 
has placed within re^ch of the consumer an article 
which altogether transcends the much-vaunted and 
expensi\'ely adv-ertised producti<»s of Switzerland and 
other fomgn centres of milk condensation. 

About thirty >'ears ago a very young man landed 
LinMrick Frotn Canada, and entered as an apprentice an 
important tnisiness deviMed lo the oil, ctdour, drag, and 
c«»eul trades belonging to an uncle of his. (ITodCT the 
auspices of this house took place the banquet to SmittL 
iVHrien. immoiialixed by Thackeray in his poom. "The 
llanqtwt by the Shannon Slwrrs,") The young appren' 
ticc njsr e\'enmaUy to the pc^^tioo of nuna^tr erf the 
concern. an*l, we suppot««. on the ground of the process 
of ex-olulioa J- I as ■• The survival of the ettest," 
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became ultimately sole proprietor. Retaining the old 
title of J. P. Evans & Co., general merchants, the new 
proprietor, Mr. Thomas Henry Cleeve, with character- 
istic energy, rebuilt the Thomas Street premises, and 
acquired the central buildings in George Street, now 
universally recognised as the locale of the leading depot 
for agricultural implements, seeds, and manures in the 
South of Ireland. Mr. Cleeve now invited his younger 
brothers from Canada to join him, and, possessed of 
ample resources of capital and business experience, 
turned his attention to the project of developing the 
condensed milk and creamery business, whose present 
consummation has won for him such an enduring 
celebrity in the South and West of Ireland. About the 
year 1881 Mr. Cleeve, impressed \vith the enormous 
amoimt of money paid annually to Americans, French- 
men, Danes, Swiss, &c., for such articles as milk, 
butter, &c., and aware that there is no country in the 
world better adapted for the production of such com- 
modities than Ireland, wrote a pamphlet showing the 
advantage to be derived from production in large and 
uniform quantities, which brochure he had distributed 
among the dairy farmers of Munster. Practical in 
everything, and suiting the action to the word, Mr. 
Cleeve, acting in conjunction with his four brothers and 
two other gentlemen, acquired the premises known as 
the Old Ship Yard, standing within the City on the bank 
of the Shannon, and launched the enterprise of the 
Condensed Milk Company of Ireland, Limited. 
The initial difficulties surrounding the venture were not 
small, and these were accentuated by the opposition of 
contingent interests threatened thereby, and the usual 
music of the ** croakers" who belong to the ** dog-in-the- 
manger" confraternity. Mr. Cleeve and his colleagues, 
however, ** pegged away," and steadily popularised his 
ideas and theories among the farmers and dairymen 
until they perceived that it was their interest to abandon 
the older methods and identify themselves with the 
fortunes of the new concern. The adoption of methods 
ensuring absolute cleanliness was made essential from 
the first, and to the present time the Company and its 
numerous supporters have not ceased to pay the 
warmest idolatry to this first principle. The working 
of this vast organisation of the Company is in this and 
other important respects a model, and the Royal dairies 
themselves can show nothing better in any point of 



view. 



The Limerick factory of the Company, apart from 
its extent, is one of the finest in the world, and repre- 
sents in its cost for buildings and equipment a sum of 
almost ;^ioo,ooo. The limits of our present sketch 
preclude the possibilities of so descriptive an account ot 
this vast establishment as its importance unquestion- 
ably merits, but it is due both to the Company and our 
readers that at least a faint idea should be conveyed 
regarding the process2S of an industry so universally 
affecting all classes of the community. The milk 
reaches the factory direct from the cow by special 
arrangement with the various carrying agencies, and is 
delivered on the factory platform without contamination 
of any kind. Skirting the platform on one side is a large 
tank, into which the milk is at once strained, and is 
thence conducted by block-tin pipes to two large 
specially manufactured vats, where it is heated to a 



given temperature. It next passes into three conden- 
sers, in which it boils for a fixed period, and is led 
through several taps (which run horizontally from the 
bottoms of the condensers) into round tin cans, which, 
when full, are placed in tanks of iced water revolving 
by a system of cogwheels. When cool the milk is 
packed into the famihar tins and hermetically sealed, to 
be afterwards distributed to all parts of the earth. 
Some 60,000 such tins are daily packed during the 
season, demanding the milk of more than 10,000 cows, 
affording employment to an immense number of hands, 
and representing an expenditure of wages in Limerick 
of quite ten thousand pounds per annum. The benefit 
to the farming classes, who receive an enhanced price for 
their milk, cannot easily be represented in figures. All 
labour is paid for by result, and in the thirty dairies 
now working in Ireland Mr. Cleeve's model has been 
followed with the happiest results, both as regards 
method and e(iuipment. 

This brings under our notice another branch of the 
business— the production of perfectly pure butter ; and 
we need hardly say that ''Cleeve's Creamery" is a 
brand holding the very first position in the home 
markets. There are several very interesting depart- 
ments of the factory, but none more so than that 
devoted to the manufacture of tins, where a mechanical 
equipment of the most improved type enables the Com- 
pany to turn out the twelve millions of tins required for 
their annual output. The steam engines are of the 
finest class, and are fed by four steel Galloway boilers. 
Each department is under the control of one of the 
brothers, and the scrupulous care with which cleanli- 
ness is maintained gives the factory cjuite a distinct 
character. The Company have also in lull operation a 
laVge factory at Mallow, and are opening another at 
Carrick-on-Suir presenting much the same pleasing 
features as the parent establishment. The dairy section 
is carried on under the titles of '* The Limerick Dairy 
Co." and "The Munster Dairy Company." 

The London offices of the Condensed Milk Com- 
pany are at 69 and 70, Mark Lane, E.C. ; the Liverpool 
offices — 22 and 22A, Sir Thomas's Buildings, Victoria 
Street ; while the Limerick offices are at No. 131, 
George Street. 

The public value and importance of such an enter- 
prise as the one we have thus too briefly reviewed in 
the preceding lines cannot readily be overestimated. 
When we consider the claims of millions of babies and 
sucklings to whom milk is the naturally ordained source 
of strength ; when we contemplate the earnest longings 
for a refreshing draught of milk that proceed from the 
weary soldier on the march ; when we remember the 
case of those who ** go down to the sea in ships and 
have their business on the great waters," and lecognise 
that to each and all of them the generous 1 icteal fluid is 
more or less a prohibited thing, save in condensed form ; 
and when, moreover, we recognise the fact that home 
industries demand from every true patriot a preferential 
support at his hands, we are grateful for the existence 
of such an enterprise as that under notice, and confess 
ourselves confident of its able administration, solicitous 
as to its continued success, and sanguine as to a vastly 
extended and splendidly enhanced sphere of future 
industrial operations.

The 
clock and Ivll* were made and erected in 1S8S by the 
well-knottii timi of Messrs, Gillett and Johnston 
(fvimieriy Gillett .ind Hlandl, of Croydon. London, who 
alsi^ made the .|.»r^e chvks at Sligo Cathedral, Christ 
Church Cathoilral tDublinl, and other important 
horv^lc^cal works in Ireland. The clock is what is 
generally known as a Westminster (or Cambridge) 
chim« cWk : that is to say. ii strikes these chimes 
c\-ery 15 minutes in addition to striking the hours. 
The two l«i»s " WestminM«- " and " Cambridge " 
arc s»-n>.^n\-nK)US as aj^ied to clocks, and, as a matter 
of fact, the " St. Mary's 01' Camtcidge," is the original 
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term for these chimes, although, through greater pro- 
minence given to their music since they were intro- 
duced into the Westminster Clock Tower, they are 
more generally referred to as " Westminster Quarters " 
in these present times. The bells upon which the 
hours and quarters are struck at Messrs. Cannock's are 
five in number, and of the following weights, notes, 
&c. : — Bell No. i (smallest) ; note, E ; weight, 
3cwts. 2qrs. 21 lbs. ; diam. at mouth, 26 inches. No. 
2; note, D; weight, 4cwts. 3qrs. 2ilbs. ; diam. at 
mouth, 28 inches. No. 3 ; note, C ; weight, 5cwts. iqr. 
61bs. ; diam. at mouth, 30 inches. No. 4 ; note, G ; 
weight, ycwts. 3qrs. i4lbs. ; diam. at mouth, 37 inches. 
Hour Bell ; note, F ; weight, newts. 2qrs. 2lbs. ; diam. 
at mouth, 41 J inches. Total weight of the bells, 
33cwts. iqr. 81bs. 

In all properly made turret clocks the weight of the 
hammers to strike the bells is regulated by the weight of 
the bells themselves. The reason for this is that, 
unless the hammer bears a certain proportion to the 
weight of the bell, it will not bring out its full tone. 
This proportion is within the discretion of the makers 
to some extent, but it is generally acknowledged that, 
to bring out the proper tone of a bell the hammer should 
weigh J^th that of the bell for the hours, with a some- 
what modified figure for the chimes. Thus we find at 
Messrs. Cannock's this rule has been well sustained, the 
weight of the hammers being : — 18, 20, 22, 28, and 35 
lbs., respectively. These hammers are kept continually 
**off" the bells by a powerful steel spring, which is 
borne down momentarily by the weight of the hammer 
falling upon it, but regains its normal position directly 
the bell is struck, and prevents any jarring during 
vibration. 

The clock is now furnished with four dials, a new one 
having been added by Messrs. Gillett & Co. at Christ- 
mas. Each dial is six feet in diameter, and glazed 
with best opal glass, which has the advantage of equally 
diffusing the illumination behind it, a property not 
possessed by other species of glass. Each centre part 
is backed with cast-iron ribs to protect the glass from 
being blown in by high wind. The dials are made of 
iron, cast in one piece, and painted gilt as shewn. The 
hands of each dial are made out of stout sheet copper, 
which are stiffened by means of brass run in at the back, 
which thus prevents them from being blown about, and 
enables them to keep their position on the face. The 
hands are also balanced, inside the tower, to preserve 
their equilibrium. 

From the principal entrance in George Street

P. Evans ano Co. deal in all descriptions of proprietary 
articles and toilet requisites, and it would indeed be 
difficult to name a well-known preparation in any of the 
foregoing departments that has not a place on the 
shelves or in the warehouse of the firm. Turning our 
attention for a moment to the left-hand side of the drug 





department, we find the paint, oil, colour, and varnish 
warehouse, stocked to repletion with every variety of 
goods essential to the art student or decorative artist. 
To the right of the drug warehouse is a showroom 
devoted to the display of lamps, and a more varied and 
chaste selection we have never inspected outside the 
City of Oxford, which, by common consent, is admitted 
to be the leading centre for the displayof these elegantly 
designed goods.

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Almost the whole of the work done is paid for by 
piece, and to such an extent is the division of labour 
carried, that no fewer than 36 different payments are 
made for the making of certain military garments. 

The next room visited is the cap and helmet 
factory. Here all descriptions of caps and helmets are 
prodnced, about fifty persons, male and female, being 
employed. The wooden blocks upon which the head- 
dresses are shaped are first covered with a cotton 
lining, and this, having been smeared with a solution of 
india-rubber, is covered with layers of cork, also treated 
with the solution, and the whole well amalgamated by 
repeated hammering with a wouden mallet. The cloth 
cover, also coated on the inside with india-rubber, is 
then drawn over the whole, and, after the helmet has 



to the concern. It is now managed by a committee of 
the hands, under the control of the manager, and any 
profit derived is returned to the employes by being 
handed over to the provident fund. 

Perhaps the most potentially important deparimenl 
is the last to be visited. This is housed in a long twu- 
storied building, and is devoted to the manufacture of 
civilian clothing both for the classes and the masses. 
The ground floor contains a very large and varied stock, 
both of ready-made clothing and of cloth, suitable to 
all purses, The manager is doing all in his power to 
popularize Irish cloth in Ireland, and so far his efforts 
have met with marked success, this department being 
patronized ahke by peer and peasant. The upper 
floor of this department is a miniature of the large 




been trimmed to shape, bound round the edge with 
leather, and, its metal ornaments attached, it is ready for 

i to the army, pdice, volunteers, or post ofiice, as 
the case may be. A separate engine and boiler serve 
this room with heat and power. 

The next department to be visited is devoted to 
providing those of the operatives, who wish to avail 
themselves of it, with wholesome food at a minimum 
cost. This room is capable of seating about aoo, and is 
Opened for breakfast, dinner, and tea. Although the 
bours worked do not necessitate, under the Factory 
Acts, any allowance of time for meals, except dinner, 
the operatives are allowed to break their work for the 
two other meals if they so desire. This refreshment 
room was begun by the Most Kev. Dr. O'Dwyer, 
Bishop of Limerick, and has proved an iLnnitnse boon 



room before described, and fitted with steani-powet 
sewing machines and gas pressing irons, .\nyone visit- 
ing this department must be impressed with the superior 
sanitary conditions which prevail, as compared with 
those under which our clothing is usually manufactured 
in the sijualid, unhealthy houses of the op> native tailors of 
the East End of London, or the still more unhealthy 
workroom of the sweater. 

!n order to increase the outlet for the goods manu- 
factured by the Company, retail establishments are being 
acquired in various towns in Ireland, where you can 
obtain from a suit of ready-made clothing at pricts 
which are really astonishing, or be measured by expert. 
enced first-class cutters, and in either case receive the 
benefit in price of the system of sub-division of labour, 
which has been brought to such a stale of perfection. 
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While, obviously, the commercial element must take 
precedence in the mind of the head of such an immense 
concern as this, the social side is not overlooked. A 
large room is devoted to, and fitted up for, a theatre 
and concert room, and is capable of seating some 400 
audience. Here, at intervals, dramatic and musical 
performances are given by the employes themselves to 
crowded audiences. Other rooms are devoted to reading, 
games, and recreation. Lastly, the management has 
set itself to solve the problem of provision for old age 
and infirmity, which question is now exercising the 
minds of some of our ablest statesmen. All persons 
throughout the whole establishment voluntarily sub- 
scribe, />r(? rata to their wages, to a benefit fund, and 
steps are being taken to utilize the capital so obtained 
in forming and working a co-operative store, the 
money so used bearing a fixed rate of interest, which, 
with half the profits of the working of the society, go to 
form a fund for provision in old age and incapacity. 
The remaining half, being returned to the purchasers, 
practically repays the voluntary tax in the wages. Thus 
everyone employed has a direct inducement to support 
the store, as well as having a direct interest in the 
Company, as the surplus capital of the Benefit Fund is 
invested in the Debentures of the Company. It is 



calculated that, with practically no diminution of 
income, the operatives will themselves provide a 
sufficient competency at an earlier age than that 
contemplated in the Government Pension Scheme. A 
second fund provides a substantial money payment on 
the death not only of the subscriber, but of any near 
relative of the subscriber. The aim of the manager is 
to induce the operatives to carry out all schemes of self- 
improvement themselves, in which he gives them all the 
assistance in his power. 

The present Company was established under the 
Limited Liabilities* Acts, in London, and obtained the 
premises in 1884. ^^^ number of persons employed is 
close upon 1,000, and is by far the largest employment- 
giving establishment in the City or in the South and 
West of Ireland. The registered offices of the Company 
are at Vauxhall Bridge House, Pimlico, London ; and 
the Board, under the chairmanship of G. H. M. 
Ricketts, Esq., C.B., include Messrs. James F. G. 
Bannatyne, D.L., T. A. Ferguson, and O. Wallace, J.P., 
all of the City of Limerick. The managing director is 
Mr. E. Taylor, of London, who took over the control of 
the business in Dec, 1S89, ^"^ ^^^ ^^^^ since that date 
increased the number employed by one half, and 
practically reorganised the whole business.

This famous house of 
entertainment dates back over a period of exactly a 
century, and as we write these lines, the Hotel proprie- 
tary and patrons may be celebrating — as they are 
certainly entitled to — the first centenary of a house that 
has held a well-earned fame through many a trying year 
of Irish national upheaval ; and to-day it stands as a

operations of the largest factory. The founder of the 
Hotel was Mr. Bourne, who for a period of twenty-one 
years very capably conducted the business.

The saw mills are equal to 
log, band, and circular sawing of all descriptions, and 
the turning department to everything in the line from a 
ladder pin to a mangle roller, not to speak of builders* 
turnery. The coach and van factory is the latest de- 
velopment, and has already given a good account of its 
capacity, but is the natural outcome ot an original 
department all along engaged in wheelwright work.

THE QUAY, WEXFORD. 



Wexford, which probably derives its name from 
Washford, in allusion to a ford or shallow occasionally 
washed by the tide, was most probably founded by the 
Danes on tlieir invasion of Ireland. As an important 
Danish position it naturally attracted the attention of 
their successors, the Normans, and we find in 1174 a 
grant of the town to Strongbow, the redoubted leader 
of the early Norman Expedition, in the possession of 
whose successors it remained till the lime of Henry 
Vni. The town seems to have gained rather than 
otherwise by its change of masters, while the natural 
advantages offered by its situation contributed to raise it 
to a position of prominence as a trading centre command- 
ing a large portion of the South-east of Ireland. The 
hardihood of its inhabitants, in whose veins ran the best 
blood of Dane and Norman, was brilliantly displayed 
at_a later period when Cromwell began his conquest of 



Ireland in 1649. The massacre of Drogheda, whereihe 
leader of the fanatic Ironsides Indulged his troops in the 
perpetration of an inhuman butchery, was repeated S 
second time at Wexford. No doubt the Puritan leadtt 
was infuriated by the stubbornness of the defence and 
the sturdy resistance met with, but how he obtained 
possession of the town is still a moot point. Tlul 
treachery, rather than force, gave up the gallant Wex- 
fordians to be "knocked on the head," as Cromwell in 
butcher phraseology himself puts it, we do not donliU 
and need not dwell on. However coloured, the episode 
is dark with cruelty, and such wholesale executioat 
beyond apology. Yet another scene of ihe draroa d' 
the subjugation of Ireland was laid in the town, wbich- 
was the headquarters of the southern insurgents, 
1 79^, and their chief military position. At Vinegar HiH, 
near Enniscorthy, a few miles to the north, this tragcdyi ■ 



too, found an ending. So much for the historical asso- 
ciations of this important centre. 

In its modern aspect Wexford has many points of 
interest. It is a great centre of trade and industry, and 
the home of an active, enterprising, and prosperous 
community. Standing at the mouth of tlie Slaney, and 
lacing a capacious landlocked harbour, its situation is 
unexcelled. True the port has many disiid vantages,

In 1649, when Oliver Cromwell arrived before 
Wexford, the premises at the above address, supposed 
to have been originally a Danish stronghold, were 
occupied by Colonel David Sinnott, an ancestor of the 
present occupier, Mr. James Sinnott, and here ** Old 
Noll " put up during his stay in the town. The room 
he occupied as a sitting-room, with its heavy oak 
panelling from floor to ceiling, still remains in statu quo. 
In one corner is a ** cachette," or hiding hole, entered 
by a movable panel, and right behind is a shaft or well 
running down through the thickness of the wall to 
unknown depths, which is ghastly suggestive of old- 
world misdoings. In other parts of the premises are 
two similar ** holes." But even before the great Puritan 
leader thrust his not very agreeable person upon the 
Governor of Wexford, the room above alluded to had 
played its part in making history. Here it seems the 
redoubted Strong;bow, Earl of Pembroke, first met Eva, 
daughter of the Princeof Leinster,Diarmid MacMorrogh, 
whom that traitor had sold to the enterprising Norman 
Welshman. In Paradise or Castle, Eve is evidently a 
name for evil omen. The house throughout has been 
splendidly preserved, and is probably the most interest- 
ing and unique in many ways in Ireland. 

Turning from the wicked doings of the evilly great, 
whom history has pilloried, to the peaceful ways of 
trade, we note that the above firm was founded forty- 
eight years ago by the late Mr. John Sinnott, to whom 



the present owner succeeded five years back. The 
business at present is of the largest and most important 
character, and is adequately accommodated in a range 
of premises extending back 500 feet to the Quay, where 
is the goods' entrance.

The trade reputation of this great Wexford Dis- 
tillery, no less than its importance among local industries, 
gives it a foremost place among the enterprises of this 
part of Ireland. Founded by the representatives of the 
great Anglo-Norman Devereux family, in conjunction 
with Mr. Harvey, in 1827, its career has been one of 

continuous advancement and prosperity. The site is on 
the rise of the hill containing the spring known as the 
** Bishop's Well," supposed to possess not merely the 
purity which modern science and general taste prefer, but 
various occult properties derived from the blessing of 
the sainted Bishop of Ferns, whose memory it perpetuates. 
The various distillery buildings occupy a large rectangu- 
lar space of several acres, are solidly constructed, and 
have an ample supply of both water and steam power. 
" Pot stills " only have been employed by the firm, and 
of these there are at present three for wort and low 
wines' distillation of the aggregate capacity of 38,000 
gallons. These are supplied by a mammoth mash tun 
and seven fermenting wash backs holding over 200,000 
gallons. A Morton's refrigerator, and a concrete and 
stone worm tub, or reservoir, 20 feet high and 90 feet 
long, are the other noteworthy features of the distilling 
equipment. 

The malting department and granaries are also 
exceptionally extensive, the firm doing a large business 
as trade maltsters. Wexford has well been designated 
the Morayshire of Ireland, and the firm have at their 
doors an inexhaustible supply of the finest barley in the 
country. They are not to be blamed if the finest 
samples find their way into their own apparatus. On 
the premises is also a large bonded warehouse, with a 



capacity of 6,000 casks, cut out of the solid limestone 
rock, and dry as the Sahara. Supplementary to this is 
another at Crescent Quay, erected a few years ago to 
meet the demands of a rapidly growing trade.

Mr. James Galavan succeeded. This gentleman 
engaged extensively in the development of the timber 
trade between the North American ports and New 
Ross, a trade which has had much to do with the pre- 
sent prosperous condition of this interesting port. Mr. 
Galavan possessed in this service the banjuc '* Berg- 
mann," 384 tons, and the banjue ** Albinus," 484 tons 
register. In the year 1840 Mr. James Galavan entered 
upon the coal trade ; and, with the same characteristic 
spirit of enterprise that marked his efforts in the timber 
business, he speedily purchased two schooners, the 
"Enterprise," of 72 tons, and the ** J. M. Ternan," of 
86 tons register, both of which vessels have in their 
tircie rendered magnificent service as colliers, greatly 
augmenting the wealth and commercial influence of the 
firm that owned them. In 1854 ^ *' new departure" 
was taken by the introduction of an extensive Peruvian 
guano business, a department which in 1861 was 
augmented by the adoption of Lawes' artificial manures 
(for which they are sole agents in this part of the 
country) in general, as subject matter of the firm's 
commercial enterprise. We need hardly say that the 
premises occupied by Messrs. James Galavan and 
Company at the present time are very extensive and 
well equipped.

The saw 
mill is one of the most perfectly equipped and com- 
pletely fitted we have met with in this part of the 
country, the machinery and plant being of the newest 
and most improved type, and with its fine engine by 
Robinson, of Rochdale, seems well calculated to sustain 
the reputation of the firm in the cut-timber department 
of its business. The yards Nos. 3 and 4, also approached 
from the Quay, have a rearward extension of 300ft. and 
a width of 80, these spacious plots being mainly devoted 
to the storage of coal and culm, Irish and English 
bricks, sewerage and drain pipes, &c. The trade of the 
firm is of the most extensive and widespread character, 
and nothing could surpass the admirable completeness 
that characterises the arrangements of the administra- 
tion, every detail tending to the efficient working of the 
concern having received the closest and most attentive 
consideration on the part of the proprietor. As instan-

ians, and an active participator in every movement 
calculated to ameHorate the social condition of the 
community, or enhance the commercial well-being and 
importance of the trading interests which his father 
before him had done so much to initiate and augment. 
In conclusion we may add that Mr. Galavan's beautiful 
private residence, ** Erin Vale," situated about two 
miles on the Wexford road, is a well-known centre of 
hospitality in the county, &nd that its owner is justly 
proud of its numerous natural attractions, which form 
a constant source of interest to visitors to this charming 
locaHty.

The traveller l>ound for Ktllaraey has the choice ot 
three different TX>utes. He may go direct by rai] by way 
of Mallow, But if his object be to gaze on the graodtst 
bits of God's earth in the South of Ireland, he will travel 
either by Macroom and Gougane Barra, or by Bantry, 
the two lines of highway uniting and passing through 
Clengariffand Kenmare. Thu latter is popularly known 
as the Prince of VS'ales' route, and passes througli a 
picturesque country, giving a brief glimpse of Handon, 
described by Spenser in his Ftitru QiietHi as ■' pleasant 
Bandon crowTied with many a wmxi," near wliiuh is t)io 



the sea where the world's navies could anchor — Umntry 
Bay. Green islands, such as Whiddy and Garinish, 
relieve its sweep uf waters. Overlooking the whole, 
tower the solitary mountains, the Sugar Loaf rearing 
lis striking peak m the distance. Bantry Bay was 
twice entered by the hostile French fleet— once during 
the invasion of Ireland in 1689, and again a hundred 
years ago by 15,000 men, who, happily, were dispersed 
by a sudden and violent storm. 

At this point the other route tu Kilkenny joins,

Jotig, long ago; here llie English and Scotch Colonists 
were settled in large numbers; here, at one time, 
thousands of hands were employed in the manufacture 
of linens and woollens : and here the historic 
MacCarlhys had their home for long generations. 
Bantry and the mountain region beyond is the land of 
liie O'Suliivans, a region at once lovely and wild. The 
drive from tliis point onwards reveals tliat miglity arm of 



crossing from Macroom by one of the wildest mountatn 
passes in tJic country. Never will the writer forget his 
drive along this lonely highway. Still he sees, as 
something quite unique, Gougane Barra, that deserted 
lake embosomed aniong mountains that spring up per- 
pendicularly all around. Was ever such a picture of 
solitude and grandeur ? Yet, on the liny islet, connectet' 
with the shore by a paved way, hved St. Fin Barre, the 
patron saint of Cork ; and here, slill, we see in the heaps 
of fallen walls Hates uf the anuienl cells of the monks. 
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An Irish poe! has been touched by the strange ir 
of the scene : 

" There is a green island In lone Gougane Barra. 

Where AUua of song rushes furlh like an arro\w. 

In deep \-alli»d Desmond,— a Ihousand wild founiains 

Come down to Ihat lake from iheir home in ihe mour 
Nest we thread 
our way through 
the terrible Pass of 
Deer, at points 
holding ragged 
rocks and riven 
stones poised above 
us, and yet exhibit- 
ing far up the cliffs 
dwarf shrubs and 
plants, the arbulus 
and the ash, ferns, 
and wild rtowers — 
fit haunts for the 
exiled O'SuHivans 
and others when 
outlawed and hiding 
from their Govern- 
ment pursuers.

Kiliarney is rather 
a district than a town, 
for the centre of attrac- 
tion is decidedly not to 
be found in the few 
streets ycelpt a village. 
The spell of the region 
lies in the three lakes and 
mountains around. Many 
elements go to form the 
beauty of the scene — 
sharp, jagged mountain 
ridges, their base cover- 
ed down to the water's 
edge with luxuriant vege- 
tation, the tufted islands 
that stud the lakes, the 
waterfalls, and rapids 



feet in length penetrates 
Turner's Rock, and trans- 
fers us out of county 
Cork into Kerry. Before 
js lies Kenmare, on an- 
>ther arm of the sea, 
with a fine suspension 
'bridge 410 feet in lengtli 
thrown across it, beyond 
which we soon rise up 
the mountains once more, 
till, when about i,oo.j 
feet high, we attain 
Windy Pass, and at a 
idden turn of this lofty 
highway, the world-fa- 
jDious vision bursts upon 
our view. Yonder, far 
ft-head, stretches the 
Upper Lake of Killann.'y. 
Bt the base of the Ton 
and Mangerton nioun- 
^tains, vyhils west wards 
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and creeks that surprise and di^lislit eye. ami 
Were there ever such deep tcjncs tif f,'reeii and siicli 
massesof foliage ? Here, 
too, are rare plants and 
trees. Here thearbutus, 
the ' strawberry tree ' iir 
'myrtle of Killarnoy,' 
abounds, and in October 
its red berries add to its 
attraction. Here, too, 
flourish the yew, the 
flowering fern, and other 
coveted ferns l>esides. 
The charm of Killarney 
lies in no single feature, 
but in its endless variety, 
its combination of the 
stern and the luxuriant, 
of placid water with rug- 
ged mountain and rich 
vegetation, and in the 
ceaseless transformations 
which the visitor dis- 
covers as he goes on his 
rounds.

go on our OQl 
journey by road and re- 
turn down the Lakes — a 
long day's tour. Our cai 
sjon takes us to Aghadofl 
and its imprcssivL- ruioSc 
round tower, rutmd cnstle, 
and cathedral church. 
Then comes Dunloa 
Castle, commanding 
secure situation mu< 
valued during the stnig^ 
gles of the Desmonds, anc 
a fine view of the Lakei 
and landscape. Befbn 
entering the Gap mi] 
be seen, not far from Hn 
load, the curious Cave o 
Munlof. unearthed i 
dentally by some wort 
men in 183S. A writer (t 
one of Francis .Guy> 
hooks describes it : "T 
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sung discoveries of llie liiml 
I in Irish antiquities ever made. The walls are con- 
' striicted in the ancient manner of uncemented stones 
inchning outwards, and the roof formed of long traverse 
stones, of which four are inscribed with Ogham charac- 
ters, the age and reading of which has long been a 
disputed point amongst Irish scholars. An upright stone 
pillar, similarly marked, stands in the centre of the 
chamber, and aids in supporting the roof. Besides this, 
three other stones similarly situated present indications 
I of letters. In the passage were found human skulls and 
I hones, and ihe cave appears to have been a family 



hflwL-cn the MacGillicuddy Recks and the Toomies, 
with the Loe traversing the Gap and sharp rocks over- 
hanging the " Pike." In the course of the pass we skirt 
the Black Lough, dear to all pious hearts as the Lough 
into whose depths St. Patrick flung the last of the Irish 
snakes 1 At one point an echo, at another a magnificent 
view far behind us, enhance the interest of the place. 
Then, emerging from the contracted defile, we come 
within sight of the Upper Lake, spreading itself far 
helow, and of the Black Valley in its solitary and awe- 
inspiring ruggedness. Then passing the Logan stone, 
which, though of many tons weight, a small hand ran

sepulchre. Of the remote antiquity of these inscriptions 
io the Ogham characters on the stones forming the 
material of which these caves are built there can be no 
doubt, as testified by the Pelasgic features of their walls 
and general character of the chambers. Some anti- 
quaries seek to establish a connection between the 
Ogham of Ireland and the cuneiform character of Baby- 
lonia and Persia. As far as discovery has yet gone, the 
objects of these ancient writings seem to have been 
^incipally of a funeral character."

rock, we descend to Lord Brandon's Cottage, and take 
the boat that carries us down the Upper Lake, among 
its wooded islands, and within sight of the Eagle's Nest, 
draped with a mass of deep green ; the Tore and 
the Purple Mountains, with the mighty, jagged 
Reeks towering over all. Down the ■ Long Range," a 
narrow channel of two miles length uniting the two 
lakes, we float, safely steered by accustomed h.ands 
among the strangely formed and strangely named islets 
that contract the channel. The water rushes in 'rapids' 
under the Old Weir Bridge and supplies some pleasant 
excitement as the boatman 'shoots' them with easy 



duQ. Now we are in Ibe bean of the loveliest bit of 
KiUaniej — the Meeting of the Waters and Dinis 
Itland. Then oat into the Urge Lower Lake, cover- 
ing wme tUncen square miles. First we touch ibe 
Island of InmsCaOen, w-itb glades, and ihiflcecs, and the 
niias of an ancient abbejr— a spoi who^ praises are 
Ming the world over. At Ross we land and slay to 
examine the striking ruins of Ross Castle. Or perhaps 
wc pay a vith to O'Sullivan's Cascade, and so to our 
abode for the night. Another excursion takes us to 



Hoddoss Abb^, with its lovely rains, fairly complel^ 
of nave, cboir or transept, crhapel, cloisteT^ and bdfij, 
The cloisters have suffered least from ibe ravages j 
time and weather, shoving their fine arcadtng at 
marMe pillars, the whole beanti&ed by the old yew In 
in the centre of the square. Still another outing ml 
be had in visiting Earl Keiiniare*s demesoe and tJM 
Tore Waterfall ; w^hile, for those who love to cUmb, thit 
Tore Mountains, and, higher still, Mangerion offer the 
reward of splendid prospects from the summit. 
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
